ALSO CHOIR GIRL. 


Mother of 17 Year Old Mar- 


garet Martin Accuses the 
Rev. Harry L. Baynes 
of Abduction. 


GRACE MISSION SHOCKED. 


The elopement of the Rev. Harry L. Baynes, 
pastor of the Grace Gospel mission, 6844 Hal- 
sted street, with 17 year old Margaret Mar- 
tin, a member of the mission choir and a 
stenographer in the office of the printing 
firm which the minister and his father con- 
duct; wae disclosed yesterday through the 
action of the girl’s mother in obtaining a war- 
rant charging the minister with abduction. 

It came to light that the pastor and the 
girl have been missing for a month. The 


minister went away first, on Friday, April 9,, 


and the girl left the next day without taking 
any clothing with her beyond that which she 
wore. No word has been received from 
either. 

Mr. Baynes is 33 years of age and married. 
He has no children. He lived with his wife 
at 6780 Lowe avenue until his disappearance. 


His friends regarded him as a religious 


fanatic. : 
Girl Pretty and Quiet. 

The girl thus lured away is the daughter 
of George Martin, 6619 Union avenue. She 
is described as. pretty and quiet. Her work 
in the office of the James Baynes & Son Pub- 
lishing company, 325 Dearborn street, a firm 
which prints religious works, brought her 
into daily contact with the minister. He 
dictated letters to her and spent long hours 
in her company in the office. Sometimes he 
took her out to luncheon. 

Miss Martin was considered a friend of the 
minister’s wife and often interchanged visits 
with her. If anything was remarked con- 
cerning the young minister's especial inter- 
est in the girl it was excused on the grounds 
of his concern over her spiritual welfare. 
On Sundays at the mission he did not appear 
to pay any more attention to Margaret t 
to Kathleen, Margaret's older sister, or any 
other of the bevy of pretty choir girls who 
were a feature of the little service. 


Family of Each Blames Other. 

That the two have gone away together 
there appears to be no doubt. While Mrs. 
Martin charges that the minister abducted 
her daughter, the minister’s father and 
mother say it was the girl who induced him 
to forsake the paths of righteousness. The 
minister's wife says nothing. She has been 
married to Baynes for five years. 

On the day the minister disappeared he 
went to his work in the morning as usual, 
but did not return home at night. His wife 
went over to her father-in-law’s house to 
see if they had heard anything of his where- 
abouts, but they could not enlighten her. 

Girl Gets Note and Disappears. 

The next day, Saturday, April 10, Margaret 
wentaway. She had been in the publshing 
office all the morning. At noon she asked 
to be excused for the rest of the day. Asa 
reason she told the elder Mr. Baynes she 
wanted to visit a girl friend, Frances Fax- 
ton, 8383 La Salle avenue. In truth, she 
went there, the members of that family 
say, and found that her friend, Frances, was 
out. She said she would wait a little while. 
While she sat there a letter came to the 
Faxton residence addressed to her. She 
seemed agitated. 

The letter was addressed in a man’s hand- 
writing, and was from the Moody Bible 
institute. Baynes had been a member of 
the institute during his student days. Ten 
minutes after reading the letter the girl 
left, saying she would go home. She has not 
been seen or heard from since then. 

The Grace mission represents mainly the 
efforts of Baynes, and was built up by him 
in the last eight years. His congregation 
numbers several hundred persons. His suc- 
cess is said to be due largely to his organizing 
a good choir and enlisting in it seven woung 
women well known in the locality for their 
beauty and attractiveness.

FEW IN CHICAGO. 


Sociologist in Guise of Hobo 
Gets Cold Treatment at 
Supposed Headquarters 

Bs of P hilanthropy. 


EVEN KIND WORDS SCARCE 


Good Samaritans are few and far between 
in Chicago, and the charitable institutions of 
the city seem to be a slim help to the “ rag- 
gedy man,” judging from the experiences 
during the last week of Dr. Ben L. Reitman, 
92 State street, president of the Brotherhood 
Welfare association. 

In the disguise of a tramp, and accom- 
panied by a real member of that fraternity, 
Dr. Reitman spent six days in seeking work 
or temporary aid of any kind, from charity 
bureaus of the city, philanthropists, sociolo- 
gists, reformerea at public institutions, de- 
partment stores, and restaurants, 

Forty-six places and men were visited by 
the two “‘hobos"’ in the six days ending 
yesterday. The detailed report of their 
search, reading like Prof. Walter Wyckoff's 
adventures in “ The Workers,’’ disclosed a 
remarkable viewpoint for the man who is 
thrown upon the cold mercies of the great 
city. Dr. Reitman’s report was made out 
last evening. 


Appeals for Aid Refused. 

Of the forty-six places applied to for ald— 
even a cup of coffee or a 5 cent plece— 
thirty refused the two men help of any 
sort, in most cases referring them to’ some 
person or institution advertised as an aid 
to the unfortunate and collecting yearly 
subscriptions from the wealthy on that plea. 

Money amd food were offered In twelve in- 
stances ana@ work was offered in three. 

One of the jobs offered was loading salt 
barrels on the docks, which, he says, is im- 
possible work for a delicate man, Another 
was picking rags in a Salvation army bar- 
racks, at the rate of 10 cents a barrel, and 
the third was a chance of washing windows 
or trucking In a freight house. 

Dr. Reitman, in his report, says Raymond 
Robins, former superintendent of the Mu- 
nicipal Lodging house and head of the North- 
western University settlement, called him a 
*bum,”’ and told him he was an impostor, 
ériving him out of the house. ‘“ Dick” 
Lane, an ex-convict and mission worker, 
gave bim a nickel and kind advice, 

Loule F. Post, editor of The Public and 
public school and general reformer, had noth- 
ing to offer the two applicants tn the way 
of money, food, or suggestions. The Y. 
M. C. A. gave them nothing. The bureau 
of charities had nothing to offer. Hull house 
had food. The Volunteers of America re- 
fused a night's lodging. Several Catholic 
institutions and priests gave substantial heip. 


Thinks Genuine Charity Scarce. 

Dr. Reitman meade his experiment in order 
to verify his theory that most of the charita- 
ble institutions do not hold outa helping hand 
to the chance “ hobo.’ 

“Tt is generally supposed,” he said, “ that 
there is no excuse for a man going around the 
streets begging, or being without work, be- 
cause there is plenty of work for all, and that 

many employment agencies will furnish any 
‘one work gladiy and without cost. 

“It is also supposed that there are dozens 
of charitable institutions where any man can 
get a meal and a place to sleep. This is far 
from the truth. 

“My experiment as a poorly dressed tramp 
asking for work or a little help—for some- 

thing to eat and a place to slieep—has shown 
that the. man who is without money and 
friends has little chance. 

' «Many of the people we visited referred 
us to the Municipal lodging house, suppos- 
ing that the lodging house will care for any 
one who applies. The Municipal lodging

CITY'S CHARTER 
PASSES AFTER AN 
ALL NIGHT FIGHT 


Deneen Men Lose Contest Over 
Ward Boundaries, While 
Democrats Save Civil 
Service Places. 


SESSION COMES TO AN END. 


Only the Deep Waterways Bill 
Remains to Be Cared For at 
Wednesday’s Meeting; 
Record Reviewed. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, IlL, May 12, 4:15 a. m—[Spe- 
cial.)—The Chicago charter is passed by the 
legislature. 

At 2:45 o’clock this (Sunday) morning the 
senate adopted a conference committee re- 
Port containing the Chicago charter, slightly 
amended from the bill as passed by the upper 
house at noon on Saturday 

At 8:30 o’clock the conference report 
reached the house and was adopted, 

The senate vote was 26 sally couearecace ect! 
tutional majority.

which was completed just before that hour. 

Thus at 8:56 o’clock Sunday morning Chi- 
cago was given its new start in life by a worn 
out legislature which had been wrangling, 
contesting, and fighting for eighteen hours. 

Gov. Deneen and his friends surrendered a 
political advantage to give Chicago park con- 
solidation, $39,000,000 additional bonds, and 
& complete new start in civic life. 


Story of All Night Battle. 

A political issue between Roy O. West, 
chairman of the republican state central 
committee, and Senator Clark of South Chi- 
cago overshadowed everything df major tm- 
portance, and for hours the bill with its pro- 
visions for the development of the city 
balted while the politicians fought it out. 

The senate passed the bill yesterday (Sat- 
urday) at noon. The house got it near the 
close of the afternoon session and by a vote 
of 110 to 24 refused to concur in the senate 
amendments. Conference committees were 
appointed and they went into session at 10 
o’clock at night. 

For three hours the conferees remained 
deadlocked. Gov. Deneen’é friends insisted 
on the substitution of the Hyde Park ward 
boundaries as mapped out by the republican 
executive committee. The senate organiza- 
tion, backing up Senator Clark, insisted on 
the lines 48 drawn by the senate subcom- 
mittee, 

The @emocratic members of the confer 
ence committee held out for the restoration 
of the civil service provisione which were in 
the house bill before the senate tinkered it up, 


Deneen Men Weaken. 
. Ati oclock this (Sunday) morning the De- 
neen people in the conference weakened, and 
am agreement wags reached along the follow- 
ing lines: 

The ward boundaries of the Ninth and 
Tenth wards were to remain as the senate had 
decided they should, thus taking eighteen 
delegates away from West and giving them 
to Clark. 

The exemption of chief deputies in the im- 
portant city departments from civil service 
rules was to be stricken out at the insistance 
of the democratic members, who were fight- 
ing to save democratic civil service officials. 

The amending or striking out of the bitu- 
lithic provisions which the senate put into the 
special assesement article of the charter. 


All a Political Dispute. 


Practically all the trouble in which the 
charter found itself was caused by the polit- 
ical disputes of less than a half dozen men. 
If the southern boundary of the proposed 
new Ninth ward had been Sixty-third street 
instead of Sixtieth the charter could have 
been passed in the house without trouble, 
but it couldn’t have been in the senate. 

The upper house was standing stubbornly 
for the political wishes of Senator Clark. In 
the lower house Roy O. West’s friends were 
fighting for his demand and neither would 
give up that strip of territory between Six- 
tieth and Sixty-third streets and from the 
lake to State street. 


How Battle Was Fought. 


The conference committee did not endeavor 
to get together until after 10 o’clock. In the 
afternoon, when the house by a vote of 110 
to 24 refused to concur in the senate amend- 
ments to the bill, and when notice of such re- 
fusal had been taken to the senate, Lieut. 
Gov. Sherman appointed as the senate com- 
mittee Senators Berry, Gardmer, Barr, and 
Juul, 

Speaker Shurtleff did not appoint the house 
committee until 8:30 In the evening, when 
he named Representatives Kittleman, Ton, 
Chiperfield, Pattison, and Egan. Even then, 
late as it was, the committees did not attempt 
to get together until after 10 o'clock, when 
they went into the senate appropriations 
committee room and began work. 

The Hyde Park issue was the first raised. 
Mr. Shurtleff had appointed two Deneen men, 
or men so regarded—Ton and Chiperfield. 
Ton is from the dstrict affected, the One 
Hundred and Thirty-fourth senatorial dis- 
trict, from which Clark is senator. He and 
Clark immediately fell to loggerheads 
over the three biock strip of territory. The 
senate committee announced flatly that it 
was a case of the Deneen men yielding or 
the charter being defeated. 

Representative Church, who is from Gov. 
Deneen’s own senatorial district, but who 
was not a member of the committee, went 
into the committee room and endeavored to 
get into the discussion. He was told curtly 
by Senator Juul that he would not be per- 
mitted to mix in the business. 


Consult with Deneen. é 

Ton and Church left the committee room 
to consult with Gov. Deneen. The political 
future of the state central chairman was con- 
sidered to be all wrapped up in that three 
blocks wide strip of Hyde Park territory. 

When Ton returned from the executive of- 
fice the senate committee had agsumed a still 
more belligerent attitude and announced that 
Clark would get the territory or there would 
be no charter and that they were ready to 
stick to doomsday on that proposition. 

The democrats had begun to be insistent 
with their demands. Roger Sullivan, who 
has stuck close to the trouble spot ever since 
he arrived, was satisfied with the wards as 
they were arranged in the senate amend- 
ments, but Representative Egan, one of the 
three democrats, started a new line of

INJURED,’ HANGS FOR HOURS. 


‘Philadelphian, Caught in Crane, Swings 
on Crushed Arm Until Scaffold 
Is Built. 


Philadelphia, Pa.,May 11.—[Special.}—Wwith 
his arm crushed to a pulp and the bones 
ground to splinters, John Rooks, 6515 Wood- 
lawn avenue,.a painter at the Baldwin loco- 
motive works, hung for two hours and a half 
high above the foundry while the men were 
building scaffolding with which to reach him. 

Rooks had been caught by a traveling 
crane, When his plight was discovered an 
effort was made to reverse the crane and re- 
lease him, but the meshes of the cog wheelie 
were clogged by his flesh and refused to turn.

GAINS NEW FORGERY PROOF 
IN CHRISTIAN SCIENCE WAR? 


Chandler Said to Have Letters Bearing 
Signatures Which Prove Others 
-Used Mrs. Eddy’s Name. 


New York, May 11.—[Special. ]—It is alleged 
that daring forgeries of the signature of 
Mrs. Mary Baker G. Eddy are shown by 
new evidence in the possession of ex-Senator 
William E. Chandler, senior counsel for the 
plaintiff relatives of the aged and enfeebled 
founder of Christian Science. 

This new evidence is in the form of let- 
ters and receipts bearing ostensibly the sig- 
nature of Mrs. Eddy, which were forwarded, 
through the hands of Calvin A. Frye, the all- 
powerful footman-secretary in contro} at 
Pleasant View, to William G. Nixon. 

One of the important documents in a for- 
mer Christian Science publisher's possession 
is a letter written and signed by Frye, the 
footman-secretary, using Mrs. Eddy’s name. 
In this document, Mrs. Eddy'e signature, 
Mary B. G. Eddy, is avowedly written by 
Frye. But the striking thing about It {s that 
the Eddy signature as written by Frye is 
almost identical in the formation of each 
letter with the Eddy signature that appears 
in her personal letters and in her official mes- 
sages to the church. 

Senator Chandler, speaking of this fact, 
said: “ Has the unfortunate old lady written 
one of the letters or church messages at- 
tributed to her pen in several years? Let 
us look at the evidence. 

“The trust deed in which she surrenders 
everything, her property, her , and her 
rights to three trustees an Eddy 
signature never seen before. It is a trem- 
bling scrawl, its every stroke eloquent of 
the writer’s palsied hand and pitiful weak- 
ness. We believe that signature to be the 
only genuine Eddy signature that has come 
out of Pleasant View in many years.”

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EDDY FIGRY GROWS HOT 


BEECHER’S GRANDDAUGHTER DE- 
- ENDS USE OF CHURCH. 


Controversy Over Leasing of Piym- 
euth Pulpit in Brooklyn for Chris- 
tian Seclence Lecture by Judge 
Hanna Enlivened by Statement Is- 
_ eued by Deseendant of the Famous 
Preacher—Deacon White Upholds 
Contract; Parish Clerk Attacks It. 


Newt York, May 11.—[Special ]—The.con- 
‘troversy in Brooklyn over the renting of 
‘the Plymouth church for a Christian Science 
lecture was enlivened today by the entrance } 
into it of Mra. Margaret Beecher White, 
granddaughter of Henry Ward Beecher; and 
Mrs. Alice ‘Beecher Hooker Day, a niece 
of Mr. Beecher, both Christian Scientists. - 

Mrs. White, who is the widow of a son of 


‘Deacon 8S. V. White, who let the church to 
the Scientists for Judge Hanna's lecture, 


gave out a statement which she and Mrs, 
Day had prepared touching pointedly on 
the opposition of the Rev. Dr. Hillis, Ply- 
mouth’s pastor, and many members of. the 
board of trustees to the exploitation of the 
doctrine of Mrs. Eddy from the pulpit. 

The passing of a resolution at the prayer 
meeting Friday night asking the trustees 
to rescind the action. of Deacon White in 
letting the church seemed to be ineffective. 
Mr. White said he did not think it would be 
right to break the contract with the Christian 
Scientists at this late date. Judge Hanna’s 
lecture is advertised for next Thursday even- 


ing. 
Beecher’s Relative’ Defiant. - 


The statement which Mrs, White gave out 
is in part as follows: 

“Do you not think Mr. Béecher would allow 
a lecture to be given on Christian Science in 
Plymouth, church if he were here today? I 
am positive my grandfather would not only 
allow it but would be glad to hear it himself. 

“ There never lived a man with a keener 
sense of justice or a greater desire for fair 
play than he. The big, unprejudiced thought 
of the man was often proved by the uses to 
which Plymouth church was put during his 
pastorate. Every cause ihat was good and 
which helped mankind that knocked at its 
doors was welcomed, no matter how far 
away it seemed from the orthodox creed of 
the church. 

“There is also one thing he would not do, 
even if he was not interested in Christian 
Science or its noble, inspired founder, Mary 
Baker Edd@y; he would not utter or allow to 
be uttered from his pulpit anything untrue, 
unkind, or unchivalrous about woman.”’ 

Mrs. Day’s statement is made up chiefly of 
a eulogy on Christian Science and Mra. Mary 
Baker G. Eddy. 


Deacon White Is Firm. 


When told tonight of the statement given 
out by his daughter-in-law in defense of 
Christian Science, Deacon White declared 
he had not been influenced in his action by his 
daughter-in-law. He said he had not seen 
her for more thana week. 

“I am bitterly opposed to the Christian Sci- 
ence doctrine myself, and had I known all 
that I have been told recently about the life 
of Mrs. Eddy and the present trouble of 
the church itself 1 would not have agreed to 
leasing the Plymouth church for the lecture,” 
sai@ Mr. White. “I still am of the opinion, 
however, that the action of the trustees can- 
not now be rescinded.” 

Dr. Hillis was surprised when he learned 
Mr. Beecher’s niece and granddaughter had 
entered into the controversy, but would make 
ne comment. 

Gen. Horatio C. King, who is clerk of the 
church and one of the most influential mem- 
bers, and who presented the resolution for 
the revocation of the contract at the church 
meeting, has started a vigorous fight to stop 
the Christian Science lecture. 

Mrs. Pamelia Leonard, head of the First 
church of Brooklyn, who had been visiting 
Mrs. Eddy in Concord, N. H., got back today 
and gave instructions to go ahead with the 
advertising and act on the presumption that, 
the contract having been made, it will be 
kept.

SCHWAB PALAGE FOR SALB 


STEEL -MAGNATE WILLING TO 
LOBE $1,000,000 ON- DEAL. 


Castile on Riverside Drive Which Cost 
$3,500,000 to Build ‘and Farnish 
Préves Burdensome to Owner, Who 
Placed Property in Brokers’ Hands 
‘Months Ago with Orders te Sacri- 
fice It—Il] Health Assigned as Rea- 
eon for Putting Castle on Market. 


New York, May 11.—[{Special.]—Charies 
M. Schwab wants to sell the $3,500,000 palace 
he built on Riverside drive. It was his dream 
and his ambition to have « roof tree that 
would make New York marvel, but the real- 
ization has not brought him happiness. 

It has been known for weeks that brokers 
have had the steel magnate’s.castle on their 
hands, seeking a .purchaser. It is. under- 
stood they are commissioned to’ make the 
gale at a sacrifice, but for how much less 
than the great pile of stone and its furnish- 
ings cost Mr. Schwab is a matter of con- 
jecture. Some persons say an offer of $1,000,- 
000 under the cost price would be accepted. 


Wants to Escape Burdens. 


In a moment of confidence several months 
ago Schwab told Andrew Carnegie that he 
was tired of living tn his palace and wished 
that he might escape from the burdens the 
life entailed. 

“Charlie told me he would like to wash 
his hands of the whole business,” said Car- 
negie, in discussing Schwab with a friend; 
“he does not want to keep his new hese. 
He is sorry he built it.”’ 

His own and his wife’s bad health te the 
reason Schwab does. not: want. further the 
care the place entails on him. 

Before the palace was finished it began to 
weer on Schwab's nerves. Strikes and dis- 
putes about deoorators’ bills caused endless 
Gelaye, and after the Schwabs had moved in 
business cares began to harass the owner. 

Stormy events followed the ventures of 
the shipbullding trust, and the retirement 
from the presidency of the United States Steel 
corporation and his organization of the Beth- 
lehem Steel company from the débris of the 
shipbuliding complication left him with little 
leisure. His friends say his whole tem 
perament is changed. 


High Finance Strain Too Much. 

Even before Schwab retired ag head of the 
steel trust the strain of high finance had be- 
gun to wear him down. The last two years 
have been no less strenuous and it has taken 
long trips to health resorts to keep him in 
shape. 

Mrs. Schwab’s health declined more rapid- 
ly than her husband's. She is said to have 
become almost an invalid. At present the 
Schwabe are on the way here from San Fran- 
cisco, having ended a.trip along the Cali- 
fornia coast. 

While the millionaire hes interests there 
in the Union Iron works, it is not believed 
they would have: taken him and Mrs. Schwab 
so far away from New York if the health of 
both had not been under consideration At 
the palace on Riverside drive they are ex- 
pected some time tomorrow, although the re- 
port, when they left for the west wae that 
Mre. Schwab practically had determined not 
to return to live in her New: York home. 

It was after the recent collapse of the 
stock’ market that Schwab is understood to 
have notified real’estate brokers. to put his 
palace on the market. ‘Within the last week 
they have . been particularly persistent in 
offering it.: The site on which Schwab ®uiilt 
his mansion belonged originally to the New 
York Orphan. asylum...

ABMOUR ENGINEER MEETS DEATH 
IN DRAIN PIPE. 


His Leg Caught in Tube on Roof of 
Packing OCompany’s Piant, Exnor- 
mous Pressure Sucks Fiuid from 
Veins and Arteries, Leaving Heart 
end Lungs Fiabby and Form 
Shrunken—<Accident Withogt Par- 
allel in Chicago Police Records.

caught in a suction pipe, Walter D. Hunter, 
an engineer who was employed by Armour 
& Co,., was killed Friday morning while at

Assistant Finds Him in Pipe. 


According to the police, Hunter, who was 
22 years old and who lived at 6101 Normal 
avenue, had been sent to the roof to repair a 


was sent after him to help make the repair. 
The assistant found) Hunter with his leg 
Grawn into the suction pipe up to the thigh. 
The water in the drain leading to the pipe 
was circling around his waist. 

Hunter apparently was dead, but assist- 
ance wae obtained. Four men attempted to 
draw him from the drain pipe, but were un- 
able to do so. He was held fast by the 
pressure of 400 pounds to the square inch 
used in drawing thousands of gallons of 
water through the apparatus every hour. 
The pressure was twice as great asthe heav- 
jest pressure ever generated in boilers of the 
biggest locomotives and greater than the 
pressure against the piston heads that move 
the heaviest traine. 


Face White; Body Cold. 


Hunter’e face was absolutely white. His 
body was ice.cold within ten minutes after 
he had been sucked into the pipe. Before his 
body could be removed it was necessary to 
break the pipe below the drain to relieve the 
pressure. When it was lifted out the right 
leg was swollen and the skin was broken in 
a dozen places where the blood had gushed 
through from the bursting arteries. The rest 
of the body had shrunk from its normal size. 

In what manner Hunter met with the ac- 
cident is not known. Employés in the plant 
said he probably had stepped into the drain, 
had lost his footing on the slippery bottom, 
and was carried by the water within the area 
affected by the suction pipe.

Mr. Kenning was not thought seriously ill 
until Friday, when Dr. F. Kleene, the at- 
tending physician, discovered that his heart 
was affected. 


Neither Knows Other Near Death. 

Friday night the doctor told Charies P. 
Kenning, the only surviving son, who is a2 
sistant cashier in the Union Trust compeny' 
bank, that the father’s condition was gerious. 
That night Mrs, Kenning, after a hard strug- 
gle for life during the afternoon, appeared 
much better and slept peacefully, Not until 
Friday were the two prevented from talking 
to each other. They occupied beds in ad- 
joining rooms. 

‘‘ Mother ie resting easy, but you are not 
strong enough to talk today,” the nurse told 
Mr. Kenning. Mrs. Kenning was assured 
that her hueband was not seriously ill, but 
that she did not have strength to speak to 
him..

Ohicago’'s commercial interests and the 
city at.lerge have won a victory against 
overwhelming odds in Springfield, and there 
will be a “special session extraordinary ” 
of the legislature for the purpose of consid- 
ering the deep waterway billa The “ ex- 
traordinary ’’ feature of,the session is that, 
instead of adjourning sine die last night, as 
hed been intended, the legislators will re- 
turn to Springfield and-take up these bills 
on Wednesday. All of the good results of an 
extra session wilt be achieved without the 
extra expense to the taxpayers. 

Another feature of the victory is that Pree- 
ident R. R. McCormick of the drainage board 
has prevailed upon the members of the sen 
ate and house committees, which have the 
Dille under consideration, to come to Chicago 
to listen to the arguments im favor of the 
bills, which will enable the board to carry 
on extensive improvements whieh otherwise 
it would be compelled to leave undone with 
a loss to the county of not jesse than $500,000. — 


Business Men to Be Heard. 

The meeting will be held in the offices of 
the drainage board on Monday morning. 
Members of the Chicago Commercial asso- 
ciation and other business interests will be 
heard. The members of the committee will 
decide upon .their recommendations before 
Wednesday. 

This change of plans on the part of the 
legislators at Springfield represents many 
hours of. hard work on the part of many 
Chicagoans.

ence of ‘the.ordinance. 

This was intended to protect prohibition 
towns where original ordinances are being 
lost and to provide that published copies of 
them shall be sufficient for court purposes. 
~ As soon as ar agreement wapreached along 
these lines, the conference began drawing up 
its report for submission to both houses, 


Battle Opened on Saturday; 

The real battle over the charter, of course, 
was fought after 10 o’cleck last night. The 
prelimincry skirmishing, however, took place 
yesterday (Saturday) afterndon, and may 
be told of here in brief detail, in order to 
explain the position of the rivsa] forces. 

When the bill came up in the senate yester- 
day at 11 o’clock Senator Berry brought 
it back to second reading for the  pur- 
pose of amendment and had stricken out a 
proviso in the public utilities article which 
was to the. effect that nothing in. the act 
should be construed as authorizing the city 
to condemn the property of an existing public 
utility corporation. CLS 

Mr. Berry explained that the proviso had 
been inserted by mistake and had not been 
adopted by the charter committee. 

Senator Chaffee entered @ protest agains’ 
the manner in which the charter had been 
framed in the subcommittee. 

Senator Chaffee followed and protested 
against the bill and the secret sessions of the 
charter subcommittee. ‘‘ The author him- 
self’ (referring to Mr. Berry), he said, ** does 
not know what is in this Dill, as he has shown 
this morning.” | : 

Mr. Berry, in reply, referred-to the fact that 


the, bill had been before the senate a long 


time,-and everybody had a-chance.to find out: 
what was in the bill. There had been noth- 
ing secret about it except when the subcom- 
mittee fonsidered the apportionment.plan, in 
which, Mr. Chaffee was not interested. Fur- 
thermore, he said, most of -what is in. the bill 
has been on the statute books for ten to fifty 
years. He enumerated the -various sections 
of the bill, and pointed out.the few changes 
made. There was mighty little new matter 
in the bill, he said. It was simply a codifica- 
tion of the present laws. The charge that 
there had not been time to examine the bil! 
was not 80. : 


Last Protests Are Made. 


Senator Hamilton of Marissa also protest- 
ed against being obliged to vote for the bill. 
It contained powers no senator nor no m&én 
has beé¢n able to explain, said he, and to vote 
for it would be an injustice to his constitu- 
ents. - 

Senator McShane -of Cook said there Is 
nothing: in the charter that gives Chicago 
anything not in the general law of the state. 
There is practically nothing in it that Chi- 
cago did not now have. He, however, pointed 
out a few objections to the measure and said 
that if he is obliged to vote for the bill it 
would be with a painful degree of reluctance. 

Senator Acton opposed what he called un- 
limited power and declared his unwillingness 
to give that to Chicago at this time. It 
was a radical. departure in legislation and 
he believed it dangerous. | 

Senator Humphrey moved a reconsidera- 
tion .of the vote by which the bill passed. 
Senator Berry moved to table the motion, and 
the motion to table was adopted on a viva 
voce vote. The senate then passed the bill. 

The bill was taken over to the house, and as 
amended was laid before the house by Speak- 
er Shurtleff at 4:30 o’clock in the afternoon. 


House Makes More Trouble... 

A demand was made immediately that the 
bill go toa conference. This was resisted by 
Representative Kittleman, chairman of the 
charter committee of the house. ‘ 

Mr. Kittleman said that the senate amend- 
ments were not serious, and that the chances 
of the bill should not be jeopardized by non- 
concurrence and the appointment of a con- 
ference committee. 

“Y disagree with the gentleman,” said 
Representative Church. “One, senate 
amendment affects the special assessment 
provisions of that bill. It incorporates a 
section’ which was rejected by the charter 
comvention. I refer to the bitulithic provis- 
ion which has been ‘put in here, giving an- 
other paving monopoly on Chicago streets.’’ 

Church having raised‘ this street paving 
issue, the other representatives took up the 
hue and cry. 

**You propose to give a monopoly to War- 
ren Bros. of Boston!” Representative Lantz 
shouted. ‘“*‘ No man here can afford to con- 
cur in this amendment, without sending it to 
a conference committee for consideration.”’ 

“I certainly object to a concurrence with- 
out a conference committee consideration,’’ 
said Representative Hill. “In the first 
place, the ward boundaries never ought to 
have been in the bill, and certaiply we should 
not adopt amendments without knowing 
what they are.” 

Representative Hill supported Mr. Kittle- 
man, but Representative McGoorty brought 
up the bitulithic subject, referring to it as 
the “‘ million dollar joker.” 

The question then went to a vote as to con- 
currence, and the house refused concurrence, 
and threw the bill into conference by a vote 
of 110 to 24, from which it was reported later 
in the night with some amendments which : 
aid not affect any of its “ vital "’ provisions.

Review of the Session.

charter. 

Of major fmportance™o the state at large 
were the pure food: bill, the insurance laws, 
and the appropriation measures which make 
it possible to carry out a scheme of réhabili- 
tation in the state charitable institutions. 

The great mass of legislation which the

wea peoks is merely sectional or affects 
merely certain classes of the people. Of 
over 1,400 bills introduced in the two houses 
approximately 200 have been enacted into 
laws, thie being about the usual proportion 
of actual to proposed legislation. 

As usual, the great majOrity of the bills 
were acted on finally in the closing days of 
the assembly when the house kept up one 
steady grind of passing bills. The senate, 
never so slow in its processes, was able to 
get a breatiting spell occasionally, but for

Egypt, told of the first six months’ work last 
season in the pyramids of Gizeh and during 


-the subsequent four months in the adjacent 
region. 


The results obtained, he said, rep- 
resented the first and, to some extent, the 
second and third dynasties and also periods 
from the ninth to the twelfth. 

In the first month forty-nime graves were 


found in the royal tombe of Abydos. The. 


objects disclosed showed that civilization tn 
Abydos was of the same character as in 
Memphis. There were stone vases, bracelets, 
blue glazed pottery, and long necklaces, in- 
dicating that the people of the hhousehold 
wore ornaments similar to those of the royal 
house but of a cheaper kind. There was a 
slate palette for printing: of the kind hitherto 
found. Wands with elaborate ivory,carving 
and knives of the first ror were also 
discovered. 

The second dynasty work has been mostly 
Gestroyed by ‘the twerity-sixth;’ but ‘In* these 
comparatively modern tembs there wére un- 
earthed stone vases of theearlierage. There 
were found, also, objects of quartz andi cor- 
nelian; also a long-slab, twelve by two inch- 
es. made of flint, with) a sharp. polished 
edge. The use to which it was put scientists 
are unable to say. It was highly finished 
and the investigators had seen nothing like it. 


Fixes Antiquity of Gizeh. 

The season was particularly interesting 
as objects of the first three dynasties were 
found, whereas the origin of the Gizeh 
pyramids hitherto has been ascribed to the 
fourth dynasty. 

The scientists also worked part of the way 
through a crowded cemetery and brought 
home 1,600 skulls, which Prof. Karl Pear- 
son now is examining. |. 

At Assuit hundreds of tombs from the 
sixth to the twelfth dynasty were discov- 
ered. The most interesting finds were the 
trays used for food offerings, which gradual- 
ly were developed until théy became models 


of dwellings with staircases and portico and — 


the like. Some.of them are two feet high. 
Thus the investigators were able to ascer- 
tain what the old Egyptian dwelling was 
like. But few of these objects were known 
before now. There have been found 150 in 
more or less perfect condition. The sec- 
tions of some of these were shown on @ 
screen. In some cases the house was two 
stories high.’ One was of elaborate charac- 
ter. with a stairway and chambers behind.

Louis A. Gourdain, who recently began a 
four and one-half years’ term in the Joliet 
penitentiary for using the mails to promote 
fraudulent land sales in Louisiana, was taken 
away from Joliet yesterday and started to 
the government prison at Atlanta. Ordinarily 
Gourdain would be taken to Fort Leaven- 
worth, but sympathy for Mrs. Gourdain, 
who lives in New Orleans, was responsible 
for the change. District Attorney Sims and 
Judge Landis communicated with the attor- 
ney general, at Mrs. Gourdain’s request, and 
obtained his order to have the prisoner trans- 
ferred to the Atlanta prison, where Mrs. 
Gourdain can visit him without making long 
journeys.

“LINK” ON STILTS 
ROUSES PROTESTS |

SEES RUIN OF PROPERTY. 


Says Michigan den 4 North of 
Randolph ‘Would Be Ware- . 
house District. 


What is thought to be the first of a series 
of emphatic protests from Michigan avenue 
property owners and lessors against the pro- 
posed plan for a boulevard connection be- 
tween the n and south sides, which con- 
templates the building of an erevated siruct- 
ure from Randolph street north, was made 
yesterday. .The et came from E. L. 
Mansure, manufacturer of embroidery and 
drapery trimmings, 74, 76, and 78 Michigan 
avenue, in a letter to the Commercial asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. Mansure has occupied the es story 
building at the southeast corner of Lake 
street and Michigan avenue for several 
years, and, with a long term lease upon the 
property, declared his right, as a member 
of the Commercial association, to register 
an objection to plane which, it is said, the 
organization has approved. 

His letter is based on two lines of reason- 
ing—that the effect of the proposed structure 
would not be artistic, and that its erection 
would be destructive to the Interests of the 
owners and tenants of half a mile of front- 


age. 
Mr. Mansure’s Letter. 


The essential paragraphs are as follows: 

“Imagine, if you please, an inclined via- 
‘duct filling Michigan avenue and gradually 
rising to the second story windows, and ex- 
tended at that level to a double decked 
bridge. How will that viaduct be supported? 
Can it be done without columns and piers? 
Will they with their network of braces be ar- 
tistic? Will it not be hideous? 

“ When that viaduct ts completed Michigan 
avenue will be suitable onty for warehouses. 
Will those warehouses with their gloomy 
walle and their unwashed and cobwebbed 
windows appeer artistic to the occupants 
of automebiles who cross the ‘link’? But, 
conceding for a moment that it will be artis- 
tic from the automobilist's viewpoint, what 
will it be from the viewpoint of the men in 
the street? Do you think he will be able to 
see anything artistic in the ‘ link ' from where 
he stands? If he has to pass under it at night, 
will it not be a horror and nightmare to him? 

** Yet the men on the street are hundreds to 
one when compared with the occupants of 
automobiles. Shall not the man on the street 
be considered? Should not his love for the 
‘city beautiful’ be stimulated by permitting 
him to view beautiful objects? I challenge 
the promoters of this visionary project to 
come, in imagination, with me underneath 
that viaduct, and point out the artistic 
features. If it were possible to make such 
@ spot; or any part of it, artistic or beauti- 
ful, it would stand out like a diamond stud 
in a dirty shirt. 


Would Leave Only Warehouses. 


*“ Now for my second reason. I maintain 
that the construction of an elevated ‘link’ 
would make Michigan avenue from Randolph 
street north desirable for warehouse pur- 
poses only. The first floor would be so dark 
it could not be used for store or office pur- 
poses, and tenants who must havea first floor 
would not consider renting such property. 

“It has been urged that the second story 
might be used as stores and open upon the 
link. How would these stores be reached? 
Would they be accessible except by automo- 
biles and carriages? Would there be stores 
on the Incline of the viaduct? Which floor 
would be used on the incline? What would 
those stores do for customers during the four 
months in the year that the viaduct would 
be practically Geserted because of the cold 
weather? How many boulevardiers would 
care to cross that elevated structure with the 
meroury at zero? They might do it once, but 
the second time State street would be good 
enough for them. 

*“T have a valuable lease. I could not re- 
main in Michigan avenue with a viaduct in 
front of my premises. I could not use the 
property in my business. It would be fit only 
for storage. What is true in my case ist 
of the entire street im a greater or less de- 
gree. Owners and tenants would be entitled 
to heavy damages. Those damages mig 
run into many millions. 

“My own interests are opposed to the 
‘link,’ whatever plan be adopted, but I rec- 
ognize the fact that it is inevitable. It will 
be but a few years, as time 1s measured, when 
every foot of space in the downtown district 
will be too valuable to be used for wholesale 
or manufacturing purposes. No space that 
has such a future should be consigned delib- 
erately to warehouse purposes. here are 
other ways of providing a‘ link * than by put- 
ting a boulevard on stilts.” 


RELIEF IN NEW PROBATE LAW. 


Measure Takes Fee Charge from Big 
Eetates and Will Lighten Bur- 
dens of the Poor. 


By the new Probate court law, passed early 
yesterday by the legislature for counties of 
the third class, which applies alone to Chi- 
cago, the state legislature has made it impos- 
sible for the court to Increase its fees by large 
charges in connection with such estates as 
that of Marshall Field, and makes it possible 
to Mghten the burden of costs attached to 
small estates. 

Under the old law, when the Marshall 
Field will was filed, a charge of $1 for every 
$1,000 above the first thousand was made, or 
$75,000 In all. The trustees of the estate took 
this to the Supreme court, which held six 
months ago that the charge was improper, 
that it was an attempt to take an inheritangs 
tax from the estate when such a tax was be- 
ing taken by another body. 

Another provision of tH® old law wae that 
in estates of $2,000, where a widow was the 
beneficiary, and $1,000 where children were 
the heirs, no fees should be charged. This 
gection the Supreme court declared to be un- 
constitutional, as it was class legislation. 

The new law provides the same general 
costs as the old, but makes the docketing 
fee $10 to large and small estates alike. For 
the benefit of the heirs of small estates one 
gection provides that the court may in its 
discretion modify or remit all costs.

Attempts to Explain Laughter. 

“Three great attempts have been meade to 
explain laughter. One of the explanations 
is that it is due to a feeling of superiority 
over others; another that it is due to the 
incongruity of things that happen when least 
expected. The physiological explanation is 
that laughter marks the relief of the mind 
from tension.” 

Prof. MacClintock then gave the different 
“levels of laughter,” as follows: 

1. Gladsome laughter, such as the laughter of 
children in the enjoyment of their games and sports. 

2. Social laughter, which compels others to be in 
the social group and to observe the prevailing styles 
and customs. 

3. Laughter produced by humor, which is sym- ‘ 
pathetic—so sympathetic that you may laugh at 
your friends and still love them. 

4. Laughter produced by wit. 

5. Laughter produced by nonsense, the deliberate 
and artistic breaking of the law of congruity for 
the sake of fun. 

Cure for Social Discord. 


The most important use of laughter, Prof. 
MacCtintock declared, is (te use as a cure for 
social discord. Another important function 
of laughter is the correction of personal 
faults. The fear of ridicule compels folks to 
respect the styles and customs of society. 
Laughter is also of great value in getting 
rid of social folly, he said, and for promoting 
good feeling and entertainment.

DOWN STATERS HAVE LITTLE 
TROUBLE BEATING MAROONS. 


Visitors Assume Aggressive at Start 
and Pile Up an Early Lead; Which 
Proves Too Great for University of 
Chicago Athletes to Overcome— 
Battle Ends with Results in the 
Half Mile Event-—Final Score Is 
78 to 48. 


University of Illinois track athletes de- 
feated the Maroon team yesterday afternoon 
at Marshall field by the score of 78 to 48. 
After a nip and tuck score all the way the 
Midway athletes fell down in the final events, 
and the visitors cinched the meet when the 
Maroon half milers failed to place. 

Illinois began the meet auspiciously, tak- 
ing the majority of points in the high hurdles 
and century dash, the first two track events 
on the program. Lazear, the Illinois hurdler, 
took the honors in the high sticks, leading 
Merriam and McAvoy of Chicago to the tape. 


| Lazear got the jump at the start and was in 


front all the way. McAvoy and Steffen of 
the maroons were at Lazear’s heels for half 
the distance, but in the first half of the 
stretch the Illini forged ahead and won by 
a yard in :16 flat. Merriam and McAvoy fol- 
lowed for the rest of the points. Steffen was 
in poor shape and came in fourth. 

May, the Illinois sprinter, had things his 
own way in the hundred. Quigley of Chicago 
raced him even for sixty-five’ yards, but 
May’s spurting ability was too much for the 
maroon and he shot ahead with a fine finigh- 
ing burst and broke the tape several feet in 
advance. Quigley was second and Jenkins of 
Illinois third. May's time was :10%. 


Lyon in His Old Form. 

Sanford Lyon, the maroon distance man, 
running his first race of the season, took the 
mile away from the long winded Illini in 
4:43. Lyon has been out of athletics for 
two years and his début was a walkaway. 
He allowed Richardson of Lilinois to take the 
lead for four-fifths of the way. Scheid, 
Lyon’s running mate, moved’ up to second 
place on the second lap, while Lyon lay back 
in fourth place. 

Lyon took second position at the start of 
the last lap and waited to begin his sprint 
until he was on the backstretch, when he 
shot ahead five yards and gradually increased 
his lead to ten yards at the finish. Barrett 
of Illinois made heroic efforts to make up the 
margin, but he was beaten easily when Lyon 
rounded the last turn, eight yards ahead. 
Barrett took second, with Richardson of 
Tliindis third. The time was 4:43%. 


- Close Call for Merriam. 


Merriam of Chicago took the quarter mile 
from Lindberg of Illinois in the closest fin- 
ish he has had this year. Lindberg assumed 
a big lead at the start, and led the field by 
seven yards at tne nexttothelast turn. Mer- 
riam threw his whole force jnto the finish on 
the homestretch, and just breasted Lindberg 
at-the tape in ‘52. Barker, Merriam’s team- 
mate, was third. 

May again showed his superiority in the 220 
yard dash, but by the narrowest margin pos- 
sible. Quigley held May even up to within 
four yards of the tape, when May drew 
ahead by & nose.

When an outfielder sprints forty yards 
at top speed, in less than five seconds, 
keeps his eyes on a fiying ball, and grabs 
it with both hands as easily and grace- 
fully as if he were picking a ripe. black- 
berry off its vine, few persons who ere 
watching the game consider that he has 
done anything wonderful. As a matter 
of fact he has performed a feat which is 
simply marvelous. Think even of run- 
ning that far at such a speed!. Think of 
keeping an object which is flying throush 
the ait at the rate of eighty feet a second 
in view! Think of calculating at one 
glance where that flying speck will fall 
and then being there to megt it, and you 
can have some idea of the difficulties 
which every outfielder must meet half a 
dozen times, perhaps, in one afternoon. 

It would take a professor of mathemat- 
ics half an hour, pérhaps, to figure out 
where a sphere of a certain weight, struck 
by an object of a certain weight, pro- 
pelled hy a certain force, and driven at a 
given angle would reach a point. Any 
outfielder, even in a minor league, makes 

* the calculation in a fraction of a second, 
He doesn't do it by geometry, but by in- 
stinct.

Skilled English cricketers who see 
Americang play baseball are astonished 
at the “ fly catches.” I have seen a group 
of Englishmen sit In a grand stand and 
applaud a catch which, to the experienced 
American crowd, is considered. “‘ easy.” 
The Britishers cannot grasp the idea uot 
understand how training and long experi- 
ence enable men to get the ball out of the 
air with such wonderful precision. To the. 
average American fan catching a fly any- 
where that the fielder can reach it looks 
easy. 

Yet there are- catches which bring the 
most calloused'fans to their feet with 
yelps of delight and sen@ thrills through 
the crowd. Some of these catches border 
on the accidental, so impossible do they 
seem. 


One of the pete catches ever made 
was that of Eddie Hahn in a game on the 
White Sox park late last fall, when Comis- 
key'’s crippled crowd was fighting des- 
perately to hold on to the lead in &e 
American league race.

Track Nearly Quarter of a Century 
Ago, and Owned’ by C. H. Patten 
ef Palatine, Ill., Breaks Bone in 
Leg and Is Chloroformed—Veteran 
Buried in Paddock by His Master. 


Out at Palatine, twenty-six miles northwest 
of Chicago, there was a horse funeral yester- 
day afternoon, and when the carefully dug 
grave in the paddock back of the residence 
of Banker C, H. Patten had been filled in 
and the sod laid over it in workmanlike man- 
ner there was an end to the career of the 
one time champion pacer Westmont, whose 
record of 2:01%, hitched with a running mate, 
wae a nine days’ wonder in the harness horse 
world when it was made over the Garfield 
park track in-this city close to a quarter of 
a century. ago. 

Westmont was bought by Mr. Patten 
twenty years ago, and was 31 years old this 
month. During the two decades the chestnut 
gelding was in the Patten service he never 
once conducted himself other than a good 
horse should, and for the‘last year, during 
which his health has not been of the best, 
owing to the feebleness of old age, the entire 
household has paid as much attention bo the 
comfort of the horse as could have been 
given a human being. 

Westmont was in his usual health last 
Thursday night when Matt Daniels, the col- 
ored man who looked after him, left the 
barn, but Friday morning he could not get 
up. A veterinarian was called and the dis- 
covery made that a bone-in a.hind leg was 
broken. After -trying all day to hearten up 
the old horse it was decided the humane way 
out of the trouble was to chloroform him. 
‘There were tears in Mr. Patten’seyes when 
he gave the order for the: anesthetic, and 
he did not stay to see Westmont die. When 
the horse was buried he wore his best 
blanket, there was a bed of hay on which 
to lay him, and the size of the excavation, 
12 by 7 feet, gave plenty fof room to place 
Westmont in a natural position. A stonegiv- 
ing the age and breeding of the horse and his 
record on the turf will be placed over the spot

That, probably, would have brought a 
strong denial from Jack, and in all proba- 
bility would have forced him into making 
the match,.while failure to reply to Burns’ 
charges would have branded him a coward 
or a fight fixer. That is where Tommy erred. 
Now, as he says, if he intended to double 
cross Jack, why did he bet over $3,000 on 
himself to win and then demand that bets be 
declared off? There was no sense in his bet- 
ting if the bets were not to go, so that story 
smacks of grand stand play. 

A man who double crosses, that fs, agrees 
to do wrong, to inveigle a man into a match 
and then does the opposite to what he agrees, 
is not considered a square sportsman. He 
may be patted on the back by those who 
profited by his unsportsmanlike methods; 
but the public at large will steer clear of the. 
man foreyer after, and rightly so. Burns 
and McCarey undoubtedly made a hit with 
those who had wagered on O’Brien, but how 
about those who had bet on Burns?

The odds were 10 to 6 on Jack, and the men 
who bet the big money at that odds, when 
it should have been even money and take 
your pick, undoubtedly were the men who 
were in on the contemplated steal. 

Those who wagered on Burns, in the ver- 
nacular of sports, were the * suckers.’’ The 
latter bet their money because they thought 
they would get an honest run for it, and 
they suffered by the bets being declared off.

McCarey was sponsor for it. He declared 
McCarey came to him'to fix the job and even 
went so far as to agree to toss a coin to de- 
cide who was to go down and out. But. as 
Jack says, “It all comes under the head of 
commercialism.” 

Jack’s tricky and dishonest methods of 
transacting his pugilistic business have been 
suspected a long while, and the baring of it 
by Burns is apt to put him out of the game. 
Jack may upbraid Tommy for “ squealing,” 
but he should not kick, as he simply received 
a dose of his own medicine. It probably will 
be remembered that when Jack was matched 
to fight Al. Kaufman a year ago last October 
Al. wae made a 10 to 6 favorite. The.

That fight was a double cross, and O’Brien 
did the crossing. That was Jack's first fight 
on the coast since Feb.. 14, 1900, when he 
ffopped to “ Young” Peter Jackson. The 
job was so raw he was barred from fighting 
in San Francisco, and to again break into the 
Frisco fight game, he, sol have been In- 
formed, agreed to lay down to Kaufman. 
Those in the know plunged on Al and made 
hima 10 to 6 favorite.’ Not on his ability to 
lick Jack, but because the fight, according 
to agreement, was in. It was a sort of first 
past the post affair. The game was played 
for all that it was worth. In Harry Corbett’s 
poolroom the O’Brien money was grabbed as 
fast as it was landed in, and the Kaufman 
money was waved aside,

, They knew Jack had agreed to lay down 
and they took his word for it. In Zeke 
Abrams poolroom, opposite Corbett’s place, 
the O’Brien money was yassed up and the 
Kaufman coin was welcomed. Zeke, I was 
informed when in Frisco, was playing in with 
O’Brien. He knew Jack intended to double 
cross Al., and he made a killing, as Jack put 
it all over the Californian and sent him to the 
cleaners in the seventeenth round. Jack got 
away with that trick because the men who 
had been “ burned” did not dare to squeal. 
Jack, Wednesday night, was a victim of his 
own game, and I really would like to know 
how he feels about it. .

~ SIDETRACKED UNTIL WINTER.

Local Sailors Discover Chan ge Desired 
in Yachting Law Cannot Be Made Be- 
fore the Annual Meeting in December. 


Plans formulated by local yachtsmen to 
have the universal rating rule adopted this 
spring have fallen through and it is now said 
to be certain the formplas will not be con- 
eidered by the Lake Michigan Yachting asso- 
ciation until its next annual meeting in De- 
cember. 

Opponents of the proposed ch e are ex- 
pressing satisfaction at the enf d@ delay 
in adopting-the measure. The majority, how- 
ever, claims the step should heave been taken 
several years ago and that the good of the 
sport on Lake Michigan demands the tncor~- 
poration of the rules in the L. M. Y. A. book. 

Early in the year G. H. Atkin of the Chicago 
Yacht club headed a movement by his or- 
ganization to obtain recognition by the asso- 
clation of the new eighteen foot class fos- 
tered by the C. Y¥. C.> Under the regula- 
tions of the L. M. Y.°A;, in order to havea 
special ‘meeting called for any purpose, it is 
necessary to obtain the consent of three clubs 
in the. association. President Hermann 
promised to call the meeting as soon as the 
petitions were received, but for some reason 
the desired sanction of the yacht clubs was 
not given until the annual year book of the 
L.-M. Y¥.-A. had been compiled®and placed in 
the hands of the printers, which made any 
action impossible. The connection between 


‘the eighteen foot clase and its recognition 


and the universal rules lies in the fact that 
both questions would have been considered, 
and it is the consensus of opinion among the 
yachtsmen that the rules would have then 
been favorably voted upon. 

It is a well known fact that the rules in 
question are now in use by all of the larger 
associations of the country from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific, the Lake Michigan Yacht- 
ing association being one of the few which 
still cling to the old and complicated for- 
mulas. The Interlake association adopted 
universal rules at a recent meeting, and the 
move called forth a protést from Herman 
Schmidt of Detroit, who is well known to 
Chicago yachtsmen through his participation 
in local Lipton cup races with his Spray. In 
a letter received from Mr. Schmidt he says, 
among other things: 

“Under the new rules speed will be sac- 
rificed in order to get a cruising type of boat. 
In any sport speed must be taken into con- 
sideratfom. The present types, especially 
the twenty-one footers, combine both speed 
and stability, and for the great lakes they are 
probably the best types of racing boats that 
can be built. Under the new rules, however, 
the twenty-one footers will suffer, except, of 
course, in their’ class contests. The main 
object now will be to put out a yacht that will 
be able to get a big time allowance over.the 
faster boats. The special classes will, I be- 
lieve, gradually become extinct.” 

Charles Scates, secretary of the Lake Mich- 
igan Yachting association, takes exception 
to Mr. Schmidt’s views, and believes’ the 
great majority of yachtsmen are in favor of 
the universal measurements. Mr. Scates 
said yesterday: “ When the Lake Michigan 
Yachting association votes, as I believe it 
will at its next annual meeting, to adopt the 
universal rating rule, the last link in the 
chain will be completed, and the yachting 
world will then have what it has never had 
before in the history of the game—uniform 
racing and measurement rules, in force 
by every recognized club from the Atlantic 
coast to the great lakes. This uniformity 
megns much to yachting in the way of lessen- 
ing friction and producing harmony ‘in inter- 
club racing, encouraging the building of a 
healthy type of boat, and raising the market 
pie of all yachts by reason of their availi- 

ve 

The twenty-one footer, New Illinois, which 
last year “ also ran" in the Lipton races and 
afterward was taken to Spring Lake, will 
again contend for the trophy this summer, 
The boat is at present a centerboarder. As 
such it was a failure, but Walter Dupee and 
Wiliam Hale Thompson, the owners, will 
make changes expected to increase the speed 
materially. A fin keel will be put on the boat. 

Officials of the Columbia Yacht club have 
completed arrangements for a station for 
members at/Michigan City. The building 
leased is located on the lake shore near the 
park and formerly was used as a fire station. 
It is a two story structure of good size, and 
will be maintained for four months during 
the summer. On the day of the Michigan 
City race 150 cots will be placed in the bufld- 
ing to relieve the congestion at the hotels. 

The sloop Beatrice arrived at the anchorage 
yesterday, and Seeboomook is expected down 
from winter quarters this week. It is said 
Allan Pirie has made an offer for the Her- 
mann-Osborn twenty-one footer, Billposter. 

Rear Commodore George Tramel of the Chi- 
cago Athletic association hag secured the 
services of Bill McDonald as skipper of the 
fifty footer Vencedor. Mr. McDonald, who 
comes from Deer Island, Me., ig one of the 
best skippers on fresh or salt water, and is 
known favorably to Chicago yachtsmen, 
having handled at various times Josephine, 
Dolphin, and Illinola.

FRENCH SCIENTIST SAYS ALCOHOL 
CAUSES TUBERCULOSIS. 


Im Letter Before Academy of Medicine 
He Declares Entirely New Form of 
Disease Has Been Developed Among 
Consumers of Strong Drink—Mur- 
der, Suicide, and Insanity Also 
Keep Pace with Increase in Use of 
Stimulants,

PARIS, May 11—Prof. Lancereaux, a 

member of the Academy of Medicine and one 
of the greatest authorities on alcoholism in 
Mrance, declares that abuse of spiritous 
liquors is responsible for a new variety of 
tuberculosis. 

The tuberculosis of the hard drinker de 
velops first, according to Prof. Lancereaux, 
at the-right top of the lung toward the back, 
whereas ordinary tuberculosis begins at the 
left top and toward the front of the lung. 

“ This is an undeniable fact,’ says Lancer- 
eaux, ““and whereas a century ago it was 
universally recognized that tuberculosis be- 
gan at the left top and in the front part of the 
lung, it is now quite the contrary in the ma- 
jority of cases. Many legislative measures 
have been taken to prevent the spread of 
tuberculosis, but the only efficacious one 
would be to check the march of alcoholism.” 

In this connection Berthelemy has gathered 
gstatistics showing that the number of wine 
shops in France has increased since 1880 
from 856,000 to 875,000, the amount of alcohol 
consumed proportionately increasing from 
15,000,000 hectolitres to 26,000,000. 

Berthelemy considers as a direct outcome 
of this the increase of the number of insane 
from 47,000 In 1880 to 70,000 ten years later, 
the increase of suicides from 6,400 to 9,000, 
and the increase of murders from 160 to 800.

~ Development. 


AGAIN CENSURE LAURIER 


Premier Accused of Telling False- 
hood When Addressing 
London Conference. 


Ottawa, May 9.—[Special Correspondence.] 
—Mr. Fielding, finance minister, who will be 
in London shortly, does not expect to reach 
the imperial metropolis in time to find Sir 


Wilfrid Laurier there. They will probably’ 


meet at the French capital, where both min- 
isters will discuss tariff and trade relations 
with the view of arranging the termg on which 
French products may be brought into Canada 
under the intermediate section of Canada’s 
new tariff, and Canada’s producta sent to 
France under corresponding reductions. 
Beflin, Vienna, and Rome may also be vis- 
ited for a similar purpose. 

The direct tariff negotiations undertaken by 
Canada independently of imperial authority 
with the continental countries of Europe 
seem to haye attracted ‘more attention, not 
only in Canada tut also across the Atlantic 


connection with interimperial relations. 

-In London Sir Wilfrid Laurier has been 
charged by his critics with making a state- 
ment to the colonjal conference on this sub- 
ject which was not merely misleading but 
absolutely untrue in fact. 

Sir Wilfrid, they say, told the conference 
that Canada stood where she was in 1902, 
although at the time he spoke he wes engaged 
in negotiations to bring about a fundamental 
change in the conditions governing Canada’s 
trading relations with other countries. 

Plan Warlike Campaign. 

The conservative leaders in eastern, cen- 
tral, and western Canada have completed 
their preliminary arrangements for a poll- 
tical campaign in preparation for the next 
general election whenever it may be called. 
It is intended to give the old tory party a 
thorough waking up and to recognize exist- 
ing and create new party organizations to 
unite the party front one end of Canada to 
the other. 

On the liberal side, the party managers are 
also hard at work getting the machinery in 
shape for an aggressive campaign. There is 
a growing feeling in liberal circles in this 
part of Canada that in the event of the 
next appeal to the country taking place be- 
fore another session. of parliament, the 
present government would be maintained in 
power with a large majority, whereas «a 
postponement until 1908 might be to the 
disadvantage of the ministerialists.

The Canadian club of Ottawa at its last 
regular meeting declined a suggestion to in- 
vite the famous W. T. Stead to become its 
guest and deliver an address.

THE FIRST DEFENDERS. 

The month of May, closing with the 
observance of Memorial day, is always one 
which is filled with interést for the sur- 
vivors of the great civil war.

. THE WANDERING SHEEP. 

Why should Senator McKenzie of Jo. 
Daviess manifest so nfuch illeeling to- 
wards Chicago?’ Most of Jo Daviess 
county has moved .to Chicago.. Most of 
our “prominent” citizens were formerly 
residents of Gelena. It is almost impos- 
sible to put v.we’s finger on a truly great 
ami good man who walks the streets of 
Chicago without touching a former resi- 
dent of Jo Daviess, who left his county 
for his county’s good.

THE TEMPLES AT PHILZ. 

One of Lerd Gromer’s last official acts 
was to urge the raising of the Assouan 
dam at the first cataract of the Nile in 
accordance with the recommendations of 
the eminent engineer, Sir William Garstin. 
The dam as it stands represents a com- 
promise between the real interest of the 
people of Dgypt and the sentimental in- 
terest of archmologists in the temples of 
the island of Phile. 

The dam is constructed between the 
‘mountain barriers on each side of the Nile 
at the point from which the granite blocks 
were cut which went to build the pyramids. 
The foundations of the dam are in granite 
bedrock, and the dam, which is one mile 
and a quarter in length and 126 feet high . 
at its deepest point, is made of granite, its 
width being. approximately the same as its 
height in the different parts. Ten thou- 
sand men worked nearly four years on it 
at a cost of $12,000,000. The original in- 
tention was that the top of it should be 
374 feet above sea level, giving a depth of 
water of about 100 feet. On account of 
the clamor of archzologists the work was 
stopped at 848 feet above sea level, mak- 
ing a reservoir holding 1,200,000,000 cubic 
meters of water. The.dam is constructed 
in such a way that there are 180 tunnels 
through it at five different: levels which 
may be opened successively, and the water 
rushing through instead of over the dam 
scours away the accumulated silt which is 
to fertilize the fields of lower Egypt. 

‘Phe island of Philee, just above the dam, 
contains several temples of Isis and other 
deities dating from about 350 B. C. to 
about 100 A. D. and lacking, therefore, 
the historical interest attached to the me- 
morials of ancient Egypt. The site is a 
picturesque one and the temples, especial- 
ly on a moonlight evening, are romantical- 
ly: beautiful.- At present the dam causes 
the island to be submerged during a part 
‘of the year, so that. some two to twelve 
feet of the masonry of. the temples ie under 
water. The foundations of the temples, 
originally on Nile mud with few excep- 
tions, have been carried down to the solid 
rock and are not likely to be shaken by the 
current of the water, even if the depth of 
the water is increased. by six to seven 
meters—twenty to .twenty-three feet—as 
proposed. There are mineral saits held in 
‘the water in- solution which do no harm 
until left upon the stone by the receding 
water. It has been found that a prompt 
washing of the stone will prevent injury 
from the salts, although in the course o 
years it may prove otherwise. } 


.. At seems. a pity, now that the inevitable 


raising of the dam is at hand, that the 
‘Pian of transporting the temples: at -the 
time of the construction of the dam failed. 
The project of carrying the temples to Eu- 
rope or to America was, of course, absurd, 
but they could have been moved to an 
adjacent island high enough to be above 
the water the year round. his would 
not have cost more than building new 
foundations and interrupting the constrnc- 
tion of the dam to its proper height would 
have done. The proposed addition to the 
height of the dam still leaves. it short of 
the originally planned height, and by just 
that much lessens its- value to. Dgypt. 

The entire submerging of the island of 


‘Phile ts only a question of time. The 


prosperity of a nation depends upon it, and 


‘if artistic or archwological susceptibilities 
are shocked it cannot be helped. Just as 


modern Paris and London and Rome have 
had to grow at the expense of much that 
was of antiquarian interest so Kgypt can 
well afford to lose this one island if 
through the added wealth of the Nile yal- 
ley the .happiness of the people is in- 
creased and Hgypt placed on the way to 
becoming a great nation once more. More- 
over, there is in Egypt a store of unex- 
plored ruins and perhaps - undiscovered 
cities, Every year sees new.triumphs of. 


American and Buropean Egyptologists. 


Perhaps with her growing prosperity 
Egypt will be able for herself to discover 
temples and tombs which will more than 
pay from an archeological point of view 
for. the loss, of Phile. And if the temples 
of Phils, do yield ;to the influence of the 
stream, as they may in a century or two,

Frank ‘Gould has been haying trouble 
with his mother-in-law. .The mother-in- 
law is much to blame if the testimony of 
her own daughter is to be trusted. This 
mother-in-law is a woman with a temper 
and keeps it on a hair trigger. It is al- 
ways going off at the most inopportune 
times. a, 

Mr. Gould says he suffers from a case 
of the traditional mother-in-law, and, since 
his- wife bears him out,’ we must believe 
that he has a real grievance. But there 
are mothers-in-law and mothers-in-law. 
The traditional character that figures in 
the newspaper paragraphs is by no means 
the uniform type. There are good moth- 
‘ers-in-law, as many married men in the 
community will festify. There are moth- 
ers-in-law who compose differences in- 
stead of creating them. There are oth- 
ers who come to the help of the young 
married people in all the emergencies of 
life—even their financial difficulties, 
There are those who have infinite tact, 
forbearance, gentleness, kindly disposition, 
and generous souls. 

They are the mothers-in-law who 
should. be celebrated in song and story 
rather than the other set, who are con- 
stantly interfering, meddling, giving ad- 
vice where it is not wanted, stirring up 
strife, suggesting injustice and neglect 
where they do not exist, and generally 
making nuisances of. themselves. 

If mothers-in-law were to be divided 
into two classes the good ones would 
preponderate and the bad ones be in a 
hepeless minority. Let us celebrate the 
virtues of the good mother-in-law and 
forget the mischief occasionally wrought 
by the bad ones. 


WHY DR. HADLEY MOURNS. 

Dr. Hadley of New Haven, who. dis- 
coursed so eldquently in Oincinnati the 
other day concerning the shortcomings of 
western colleges, and the deplorable dis- 
advantages of the smaller collegiate insti- 
tutions, has confided to a Yale paper that 
in certain respects Yale university may be 
gently reproached for mistaken ideals. 
Dr. Hadley finds that the great peril in 
Yale is the appearance of a “ subtle pro- 
fessional spirit in athletics,” and while he 
is careful not to inveigh too heartily 
against athletics’ as a means of saving 
grace for an educational institution, ne la- 
ments the attitude of the Yale man who 
“tegards athletics as a sort of competi- 
tive means of pushing the university ahead 
of some rival.” 

This acknowledgment of a fault is a 
distinct advance on the idea which pre- 
vailed not only at New Haven but at 
other large eastern universities that the 
nrain thing in university life is athletics, 
that the’ main’ thing in athletics is to win, 
and that by “any old way.”’ . Deficient as 
the smaller colleges and the universities in 
the west may be in many particulars it did 
not take them long to see the dangers 
arising from professionalism in college ath- 
letics, and they will be pleased to see that 
Dr. ‘Hadley has awakened to an apprecia- 
tion of its perils and has ventured to speak 
thereon to the young nien under: his 


should 


‘charge.’ Exactly ‘how Yale is to ‘divest : 


itself of this dangerous spirit of profes 
sionalism -Dr. ‘Hadley does not say, 
though one might infer that it is to be 
accomplished through a sort of moral and 
spiritual awakening on the part of college 
athletes and’ their followers without action 
by the faculty or further observations by 
the president. 3 

Hence it is regretted- that Dr. Hadley 
did not tarry longer in the west, and that 
he did ‘not investigate the means by which 
the perils threatening old Yale have been 
dissipated hereabout. He would find that 
the seemingly impossible has been accom- 
plished, that college athletics have been 
reduced to their proper level, that the so- 
called “ competitive means ” are no longer 
terrifying to the correct idea of a valua- 
ble college education, and that profession- 
alism has been about.stamped out. . Hven 
that subtle spirit, which the Yale president 
so properly deplores, no longer finds ex- 
pression in the educational institutions of 


the west. There is no apparent reason 


why Yale and other eastern universities 
cannot advance in this direction as the 
west has advanced, and why in another 
year or two Dr. Hadley cannot write again 
tothe college paper congratulating his 
young men on their uplifting from the dis- 
heartening conditions which at present he 
go deeply mourns. 


THE UNIFORMED EMPLOYE. 

The value of a. uniform for administra- 
tive employés has long been recognized. 
It serves as a sort of ‘introduction and 
helps to localize responsibility. People 
have come to regard it as a safeguard 
against imposition. Its use by policemen, 
railway men, mail carriers, and collectors 
has given to’ individuals in those walks of 
life a distinct place in the economy of the 
community. No one would advocate its 
abolition. 

- There is value in the suggestion made by 
the building commissioner that every 
building inspector should wear a uniform. 
If'‘that were done there would be little 
talk of graft by supposed inspectors. It 
has been but a few days since reports 
were circulated about the operations of an 
alleged sewer cleaner who imposed upon 
unsuspecting folk by his representations. 

If city employés who have dealings with 
‘Individual citizens in their homes were re- 
quired to-wear some distinctive dress much 
fraud would be ended. Such a uniform 
ought to be easily recognized as that of a 
city employé other than a policeman or 
fireman. Then it would be possible to 
regulate much better the administration 
of matters which sometimes bring much 
annoyance to the householder. 

There are thousands of people in the 
city who have a dread of the men who 
come to the door for one purpose or an- 
other. In many cases doors are provided 
with chains or ‘sliding bolts which permit 
of their being opened a few inches without 
affording chance for unwelcome {ntru- 
sion. These arrangements have been 
made popular because of experience, 
Where the male members of the family 
are away during the day such precautions 
are by many deemed absolutely necessary. 

The ‘gas company has recognized this 
hesitancy of the citizen by uniforming the 
meter readers. Many express companies 
have done, the same thing... The city. 
should follow suit. A badge of office {s 
not sufficient protection. . Few. people ever 
stop to examine closely a. badge, even 
‘when it.is sufficiently exposed to permit 
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addition must wear a badge having there- 
on the word “ armed,” said badge “ to be 
‘th meth] two-thirds of an inch in diameter 
and to be conspicuously borne on the per- 
son.” 

The press of the state has given gen- 
eral indorsement to the bill and believes 
that with a little strengthening in the way 
of amendments it may accomplish a whole- 
some purpose. It is assured at the outset 
that the tough or rowdy, the fellow who 
is most likely to swagger about with a 
pistol on his person, would not apply to 
the judge for a permit, and would not re- 
ceive it if he did.

with a warning sign “armed” conspicu- 
ously displayed on his breast or in his 
hat, is in no special danger of molestation 
or, attack from a cowardly ruffian who 
knows that he is not taking him at a dis- 
advantage. The slight objection might be 
raised that in a community where every- 
body is supposed to carry a pistol, with or 
without the sanction of the probate judge, 
the bill might fail to carry out the original 
design and the warning inscription would 
be superfluous.

as an amendment that the bill shall pro- 
vide further that every person unlawfully 
carrying a pistol shall be sentenced to 
three months’ imprisonment at hard labor 
without the alternative of a fine. The 
swaggering bully or the contemptuous law- 
breaker may be willing to run his chances 
of a small fine at the discretion of a sym- 
pathetic judge, but. when he realizes that 
the judge has no discretion and that his 
offense entails a period of hard labor for 
the state his respect for the statute and 
for his own comfort will be materially in- 
creased. And when the peaceful citizen 
finds that the bully has been cowed’ into 
submissiveness he will discard his own 
weapon and his badge, and the signs of 
the millennium will be multiplied on every 
hand. 

In this way the gentle art of indiscrim- 
inate shooting and killing will be pleas- 
antly discouraged, and many a tragedy 
which has been precipitated by a mis- 
understanding of conditions will be averted. 
The experiment in Alabama will be 
watched with interest by other states, 
north and south, and in particular the 
workhouse clause will be studied for its 
practical effects. No unoffending citizen 
is desirous of going about with a badge 
militant on his person, and no rowdy has 
any special fondness for the kind of work 
the state would be likely to impose. Hence 
the belief that “ the number of pistol tot- 
ers will be largely decreased” and that 
the mute sentinel of the fireside will fall 
into disfavor. .As for the mutch vaunted 
“‘onwritten law,” even that may be wisely 
affected.

It is stated in the application of “ Mr. Au- 
beron Thomas Herbert * that he claims the 
issue of a writ of summons to the house of 
lords, as Lord Lucas of Crudwell. 

Now this proves conclusively that Lord 
Lucas has not yet received his writ of sum- 
mons, although his uncle, Lord Cowper, died 
over two years ago, and that having failed to 
receive his summons from the crown, he has 
been debarred until now from taking his seat 
in the house of lords, and from casting his 
vote as a member of the upper chamber of the 
national legislature. He is therefore at pres- 
ent merely a lord by courtesy. 

No one contests his claim to the barony of 
Lucas. That is to say, there is no other 
claimant to the dignity. But the barony has 
descended through so many families, and the 
descent is under such a unique limitation, 
that the law officers of the crown and the 
committee of privileges of the house of lords 
wish to be quite sure of the fact that Auberon 
Thomas Merbert is entitled to the peerage 
before legally establishing his rights by 
means of a royal writ of summons to take his 
seat in the house of lords. 

The barony has since ite creation passed 
through the families of Lucas, Keat, Grey, 
Campbell, Robinson, and Cowper, to Herbert, 
the present Auberon bert being a grand- 
gon of the third earl of Carnarvon. He is 
about 80 years of age, at Oxford achieved the 
rare distinction of being selected to row two 
successive years, namely, in 1898 and 1898, 
for the university in the annual Oxford and 
Cambridge boat race; went through the 
South African war as special correspondent 
for the London Times, and has achieved fame 
as an ornithologist. He owns Wrest park, 
inherited from Lord Cowper, and which for 
the last two years has been rented by the 
American ambassador.

It was at Lacroma that the English crusad- 
er, King Richard Coeur de Lion, is said to 
have landed on his way home from the Holy 
Lan4, and whence news of his arrival was 
conveyed. to his enemy, Archduke Leopold 
of Austria, who, recalling the contemptuous 
manner in which he had been treated by the 
king in Palestine, threw him into prison and 
kept him closely incarcerated and completely 
lost to the world until found by bis favorite 
minstrel, Blondel, whereupon the archduke 
was compelled to release Richard and allow 
him to return to England. : 

For many centuries Lacroma belonged to a 
religious order, and was occupied by great 
monasteries. Towards the close of the eight- 
eenth century it was acquired by the city of 
Ragusa, which subsequently sold it to that 
Archduke Ferdinand of Austria, who died 
as Emperor Maximilian of Mexico on the 
plains of Queretaro, shot down by a file of 
infantry, in conformity with the sentence of 
a Mexican court martial. 

It was a favorite retreat of Emperor Max- 
imilian before he embarked on his unfortu- 
nate Mexican adventure to sati the ex- 
travagant ambitions of his Belgian wife, the 
now demented Empress Charlotte. After his 
death it remained rélatively deserted, until 
Crownprince Rudolf, fascinated by the ro- 
mantic beauty of: the island and its associ- 
ations, induced his father, the emperor, to 


whenever he could spare the time he would 
withdraw to Lacroma.

‘ Rudolf, too, like his uncle Maximilian, had 
unfortunately, married a Belgian wife, the 
niece of Hmpress Charlotte, and he, too, like 
Maximilian, met with a violent death. 
Stephanie, his widow, cared nothing for the 
place, and made known her readiness to part 
with it for a round sum of money. This was 
offered by Prince Nicholas. of Montenegro, 
acting, as was.believed, in behalf of the czar, 
and the deal would have gone through had 
not the Austrian government stepped in at 
the last moment and vetoed the transaction, 
on the ground that it could not permit a 
prince who openly proclaimed his aspira- 
tions to become the emperor of all the Slavs 
in the southeast of Europe to establish him- 
self right off the coast of Austria’s Slav 
province of Dalmatia. Stephanie was much 
put out by this, but being determined at 
all costs to get rid of the island, and to con- 
vert it into cash, she accepted an offer of a 
considerably smaller sum of money frem the 
Dominican order, who transformed the 
chateau once more into a monastery. 
Archduchess Elizabeth, or,.as she now is, 
Princess Otto Windischgraets, is passionate- 
ly devoted to the memory of her unhappy 
father, and nevér forgave her mother, now. 
Countess Lonjay, for selling the island; nor. 
would she rest until she had recovered pos- 
session thereof, the Dominican order con- 
siderately surrendering to her the island for 
little more than the amount which they had 
paid for it to Stephanie. 
The princess, with her husband and their 
children, intend to spend from henceforth 
much of their time on the island of Lacroma.

Were 
this latter assertion oorrect,. the place of 
Lord Denbigh, as head of the house of Hape- 
burg, would be manifestly on the throne of 
Austria, instead of on the benches of the 
English house of lords, since the old laws 
of the holy Roman empire and of the present 
Austrian constitution, provide for the suc. 
cession of the heirs of the female line, to 
which Emperor Francis Joseph belongs, only 
in default of any representative on the male 
imperial family of Hapeburg.

Balzac’s canvas is vast, Lamb’s 
a mere thumb nail; yet Lamb’s collector’s bric-A-brac and cockney 
recollections become no less universalized than Balzac’s more imposing 
material, by virtue of that immortalizing humanity which animated the 
work of both, as it has animated the work of all lasting writers 
whatsoever. 

Humanity! We have come to use the word with an implicit 
understanding that the inner meaning of it is pity. To have humanity 
is to have that sense of tears in mortal things, and with all the greatest 
writers, however impressive and brilliant their achjevement may be in 
other respects, it is by their possession of this sense, by their basic 
emotional force, that they really subdue and hold us. For all the 
minutely massive architecture of Balzac’s imaginative cosmos, it is not 
the colossal scheme of “ The Human Comedy” that overwhelms us, but 
the profound emotion for humanity. 

And what is true of Balzac is true of all great writers. Greek 
tragedy, Elizabethan drama, or modern novel, the final test is always

thought of consequences, spurred by an unexpected proposition in 
which he had only minutés to decide, made a wrong decision. In itself 
the thing to be decided did not appear as more than a slight risk, 
touching only the finest line of the highest ethics.

“Clear it up—clear it up,” was my advice. “ You can do it in 
a minute. I am satisfied, as your friend, who will continue your 
friend. You can make it all plain—clear it up.” 

He left me, saying he would do so. He went to the source of any 
possible questioning, still determined to clear it up. But I mtt him a 
week later, shocked at his worn, racked appearance. He explained 
to me—explained why he hadn’t explained where he should have ex- 
plained. 

“T couldn’t do it, Howland—TI couldh’t do it! I started, but I was 
anticipated in a second. -I1 was nervous, stammered, faltered—and the 
first thing I knew I was panic stricken and got out of the office. I’ve 
only made the matter worse!”

This, of course, is the 
charge, we so often hear made against. Dickens and Bret. Harte, and 
doubtless both writers occasionally made use of their emotional methed 
in uninspired. moments.’ Every writer does this sometimes. But, after 
all, it is the successes, not the failures, that count, and ‘that the pathos 
of such work as “David Copperfield,” and “Poker. Plat,” and 
“Tennessee's. Pardner ” rings true is beyond cavil. I suppese:thet:of all 
writers whose books have made the world cry, Dickens easily has-tle 
first place; for of.all writers that ever lived he had surely the kindest 
heart, and to no writer has “the pity of unpitied human things’”’ made 
@ more intense or more sacred appeal. 

As for poetry, sadness, or a sort of luxurious melancholy, seems to 
sigh through it all, as the breath of its spirit; whether it be .the simple 
ballads of the people or the highly wrought masterpieces of the great 
poets. The song that lives is the song that brings the. tears, either by 
the voice of some human emotion or by some secret: in the rippling 
arrangement of the words. 

It is the sadness in his songs, rather than’ the mirth, that has 
brought Burns so close to the hearts of'the people—the piercing pathos 
of such lines as— 

“ Had we never loved sae kindly, 
Had we never loved sae blindly, 
Never met—or never parted, 

j We had ne’er been broken hearted.” 

Similarly, Tennyson and Longfellow are popular poets by virtue 
of their appeal to the simple feelings of the heart. Critics may wrangle

This is only one of many such cases which have come to me of 
faint heart in unexpected circumstances, There is a certain weakness 
Most 
frequently the disposition of the man is to smooth matters that area 
little ruffied, and with the least possible shouldering of his own derelic- 
tion. . The matter is small to him at the time. “ Forget it!” is his atti- 
tnde, as expressed in the language of the street. He can have no 
pleasure in the recollection. He-does or doesn’t, says or doesn’t say, the 
thing which makes his own tracks plain in all that relates to the topic. 

And he may be making the mistake of his, life by doing so! 

That most insidious, lasting, creeping, cfawling, worming criticism 
that may follow a man relentlessly to the end often is the little unex- 
plained word or action which may he doubted by his fellow-man. It 
does not appear large enough for the one in question to offer an ex- 
planation. It appears too small for his critic who is concerned to go 
to the delinquent and demand that it be cleared up. The delinquent 
one drops the matter—if he can. The other nurses it, studies it, broods 
over it, perhaps, and invariably in these processes exaggerates the im- 
portance of the thing as he first saw it.

Author spent eighteen months in solitude.

LONDON, May 1.—One of the most in- 
teresting literary shrines in England, the 
house in which Daniel — Pare ve

ings. This little, old fashioned house, set 
back from the Finborough road, Tooting, 
and in striking contrast with the modern 
shops which flank it on either side, is now

‘Defoe came to it with his family to begin a 


strange life of isolation. e lived: at Toot- 

ing for eighteen moths, and during this time 
and for twenty years thereafter is said rare- 
ly—by some, never—to have spoken to his 


wife or 

The sole that hae been made in the 
house since ‘oe’ time was the substitu- 
tion of a new front in the year 1785. Over 
the scullery on the second floor is the little 
room where Defoe worked over the literary 
masterpiece which has secured his reputation 
for all time. This, the smallest room of the 
twelve which comprise the house, was his 
sanctuary, end o he passed its pdrtals. 
Here for whole days he would shut himself 
from his family, receiving his meals, the 
meager repasts of an impecunious genius. 

During the time Defoe lived in thie house 
he was hard beset by creditors. Indeed, four 


wae compelled to secrete himself to escape 
a term in. a debtor’e prison. 

The eighteen months spent here, if we are 
to believe those who find an allegory of De- 
foe’s own life in “ Robinson Crusoe,” corre- 
spond to that part of the book which tells 
of the shipwreck on ea lonely island, the voy- 
age to and from the wreck, the earthquake, 
Crusoe’s serious illness, the firet reading 
of the bible, and his visit to the other side 
of hie island. ' 

Here, in the town of Tooting, then a small 
settlement, but now a thriving part of Lon- 
dion, Defoe formed a congregation of dissent- 
ere. They firet met in a private house [prob- 
ably the one now to be demolished]. Here 
Defoe ia said to have preached to them oo- 
casionally. Subsequently the growth of: the 
congregation compelled their removal to a 
temporary woodén buflding of greater size, 
From there they removed to the Defoe Pres- 
byterian chapel and quite recently a Defoe 
memorial church with a statue of theauthor 
became the home of the descendants of the 
original body 
The old house is at present occupied by an 
aged women and her equally aged husband. 
For a emall fee they show visitors the room 
where Defoe wrote “ Robinson Crusoe.” In 
recent years the American pilgrims to this 
literary shrine have soanchntese phere English 
callers.

British’ Official Beats Back 


Arabs Who Try to Cut Off 
His Party. 


| 1, 700 MILES ACROSS SANDS. 


Roman Reins and Subterranean 
Dwellers Found Along Old 
Abandoned Caravan Route. 


‘LONDON, May 11.—Mr. H. Vischer,one of 
the protectorate residents in Bornu, recently 
accomplished a daring march across the Sa- 
hara. The distance traversed was 1,700 miles 
and the marching, time twe and a half 
months. 

Mr. Visoher has given some details of his 
journey, and it is stated that the reports of 
Roman ruins, caye dwellers, and petrified 
forests, together with the obtained 
for a map, will prove of ¢ derable value. 

Being in Tripoli last year, Mr. Vischer con- 
ceived the daring idea of returning to his 
post in northern Nigeria by way of the Sa- 
hara and the old Arab caravan route from 
Tripoli to Kano, His departure was conaid- 
erably retarded and his journey across the 
vilayet of Tripoli and Fezzan rendered much 
more difficult owing to the fanatical hatred 
of the inhabitants. 


Homes Are Underground. 

In the mountaing of Gharian Mr. Vischer 
found people living in subterranean dwell- 
ings. Through entrances ten yards iong 
and one yard b he came upon & sq 
courtyard, which was in reality a great hole 
open to the sky. Upon this all the rooms 
and stables converged. The rooms were 
dark and there were no windows, but the 
most absolute cleanliness prevailed. Round 
the courtyard was a wall protecting the 
dwelling underneath. 

Describing part of his journey across the 
waterless desert, Mr. Vischer said: “ We 
have had ‘a five days’ march across the 
desert without water. -At the commence- 
ment of the desert all caravans waited for 
one another, until our combined party num- 
bered ‘over 600 camels. No caravan dares to 
go through the desert alone. Everywhere 
the ground is covered with wind polished 
stones, which are gradually themselves be- 
coming sand. 


Waterless Stone Desert. 


“ Everywhere is an endless horizon. Often 
apparently we see lakes and palm groves, 
but on all sides are nothing but stones, 
stones, until the sun disappears and the sky 
becomes filled with colors which would have 
given joy to a Titian or a Turner. ‘All our 
marching is done at night. When We came 
to the end of the Hammada, Djamy Bey and 
I rode on ther ahead of the caravan until 
we reach the edge of a black gorge. 
‘This,’ eaid the Arabe ‘is the door of the 
Hammedae, the waterless stone desert.’ 

Mr. Vischer also reports that just beyond 
the waterless road and the wild Tummo 
mountains he came into contact with a 
Tuareg and Arab band who had come out to 
attack him or endeavor to get into the desert 
ahead to wait for him. . 

Mr. Vischer says: “I at once made the 
necessary preparations by putting all my 
men on guard and patrolling myself on 
horseback round the camp and town to pre- 
vent the Tuareg from joining the Tubbus 
against me, for though they were usually 
fighting each other, I had been told that they 
intended to join forces against the Christian 
this time. Twice—at 2 a. m. and 8 a. m.—I 
met Tuareg messengera, who, however, ran 
away when I fired. 

“In the morning I left the camp in the 
charge of my boys, and went to attack the 
Tuareg before they could get at me. I found 
them after much difficulty intrenched in a 
position which enabled them to see me while 
they were absolutely hidden by some large 
shrubs. I sent a Tubbu to ask them to come 
out and fightme. They answered back that 
they would come out whén it would suit them 
to wipe me out and take-my loads. 

“I then fired, and they answered with a 
well kept up fire from about twenty modern 
rifies. Their shots went all over my head or 
into the ground ahead, so that I was able to 
approach to within about 200 yards. I killed 
one man and four of their éamels, and then 
went back to my camp six miles away.

CANADIANS MAY COME FREE. 


Expected Trouble Over New American 
Immigration Laws Reduced to 
a Minimum, 


Montreal, May 11.—Mr. William Stitt, gen- 
eral passenger agent of the Canadian Pacific 
railroad, and Mr. McL. Brown, 
general passenger agent of the Canadian 
Pacific-Atlantic steamship line, have re- 
turned from Washington, well satisfied from 
the interview they have had with the authori- 
ties there that the change in the immigra- 
tion laws of the United States will be carried 
into effect at a minimum of inconvenience to 
Canadian travelers. Mr. Stitt says that unde 


-the draft agreements which were submitted 


for consideration by representatives of the 
American government there will be no more 
inconvenience to ordinary traffic than there 
is today. The new law imposes a tax of $4 
per head on immigrants entering the country, 
and the regulations make transportation 
companies responsible for payment. This 
practically means that the railway and 
steamsaliip companies of Canada will be col- 
lecting agenta for the United States govern- 
ment. They will collect the head tax when 
they sell the tickets to immigrants for points 
in the United States. With regard to Cana- 
dians, all who have qualified by one year’s 
residence in the dominion will be allowed to 
enter the states free. As discretion in this 
matter is left to the ticket agent, it is not 
anticipated that complications will arise,

United States Geological Surveyors Re 
port Admirable Conditions for In- 
crease in Territory and Output.

Los Angeles, Cal., May 11,—Within the last 
three years the Santa

says the United States geological survey.

about five miles east of Santa Yrez 
and an east-weet line paseing three and one- 
half miles north of Santa Maria. 

There can be no d6ubt, saye the oe 
thet the region outlined amd reported on 
one of great promise for oil. Pie ctraanerel 
conditione amd other considerations as well 
favor not only .much more extensive de- 
velopment ef the territory already tried, but 
also the development of new fields.

APRIL BUILDING IN CITIES. 


Reports from 40 Cities Show Increase 
in Number, but Decrease in Cost— 
Chicago’s Falling Off Explained. 


Building in forty leading cities for April 
shows an increase in the number of building8 
and a decrease of 6 per cent in cost in com- 
parison with the corresponding month a year 
ago. During theymonth just closed permits 
were taken out for the construction of 17,840 
buildings, involving $64,018,219 against 16,- 
°17 building, aggregating in cost $68,224,654, 
an increase of 1,628 buildings and a decrease 
of $4,206,444, according to oflicial reports to 
Construction News. . Were it not for the 
heavy failing off in Chicago for April of this 
year the statistics in point of cost would show 
a gain. The decrease in operations in Chi- 
cago is readily accounted for. In April @ 
year ago permits were taken out in Chicago 
for the courthouse, involving a total cost of 
$4,500,000; Otto Young, for a twelve story 
mercantile buildifig at 143 State street, $800, - 
000; Congress apartments; $760,000, and the 
Pike building at 168 State street, $450,000. 
It will therefore be seen that Chicago is not 
falling behind, but that the figures for April

One 
day & woman came in with a bias measurer 
in which the distances were marked with 
holes through which pencil] marks had to be 
made on the material. The whole thing had 
to be gone over again to beruled. . 

“The idea for mine came as Quick as a 
flash when I saw this,” gaid Mr. Stempel. 
It is merely a simple triangle something on 
the order of a tailor’s square, and unique in 
the feature of having the measurements for 
width on @ projecting piece. One has to see 
this little device to appreciate its simplicity. 
This is such as to appeal to those with the 
sewing instinct, especially as its ‘‘ inches” 
are the arbitrary ones which become stand- 
ard on the bias strip. This calculation ts 
based on the two sides of a triangle, and 
it is the lack of it which makes the bias fold 
the despair of the little dressmaker in the 
pertinacity with which it comes out cas than 
an inch when she has marked it in inches 
on the selvage. Mr. Stempel's article, like

Be Careful in Buying Store: 
May Have to Pay Old Debts. 


By John A. Howland. 


UYING the established small retail 

business of another man in Chicago 

is one of the most dangerous of ex- 

periments for the average man who 

is ignorant of the law and guileless as 
hes the ways and means of certain of the law- 
ess. 

Think twice before you decide to buy. 
Think three or four times before you begin 
looking into the details of the business. Then 
after some more thought it may occur to you 
that the services of an attorney may not be 
such a bad thing in preparing the way for 
the deal. 

The time was fin Chicago when one of the 
best business propositions possible was in 
acquiring “small store, stocking it on “* tick,”’ 
making debts wherever the promoter might 


do so, then selling the lump stock to an-in- 


nocent purchaser while the seller left sud- 
Genly for Oklahoma. Not only in Chicago 
but in Ilinols purchasers of such businesses 
and the creditors of such suffered heavily. 
Since July 1, 1005, however, a legislative en- 
actment has come to bear on the old condi- 
tions. It may not be good law, but it is law. 
Moreover, it bears upon the purchaser, and 
in buying the investor, blind to its provisions, 
may incur liabilities not dreamed of in 
double entry’ bookkeeping. ; 

“ Bale of Merchandise in Gross—Presump- 
tion as to Fraud ”’ is the heading of this par- 
ticular section in the statutes. In purpose it 
declares that in his innocence and ignorance 
no man has the right to make It possible for 
another citizen to commit fraud through his 
acts. The law is to the point:

How New Law Reads. 

“That a sale of any portion of a stock of 
merchandise, otherwise than in the genera! 
course of trade or fn the regular and usual 
prosecution of the seller’s business or a sale 
of an entire stock of merchandise in gross, 


_ will be presumed to be fraudulent and void 


as against the creditors of the seller, unless, 
the seller and purchaser shall at least five 
days before the sale make a full and detailed 
inventory showing the quantity, and, so far 
as possible, with the exercise of reasonable 
diligence, the cost price to the seller of each 
article to be included in the sale, and unless 
such purchaser shall at least five days before 
the sale, in good faith, make full and ex- 
plicit inquiries of the seller as to the names 
and places of residence or places of business 
of each and all of the creditors of the seller 
and the amount owing each creditor and un- 
less the purchaser shall, at least five days 
before the sale, in good faith, notify or cause 
to be notified personally or by registered mail 
each of the seller’s creditors of whom the 
purchaser has knowledge or can, with the 
exercise of reasonable diligence, acquire 
knowledge of said proposed sale and of the 
said cost price of the merchandise to be sold 
and of the price proposed to. be paid therefor 
by the purchaser. The seller shall at least 
five days before such sale, fully and truth- 
fully answer in writing each and all said in- 
quiries.” 

These are the conditions under which the 
purchaser of an established business must 
proceed, even before that other as vital ques- 
tion is decided—What is the business worth 
to me? ’

Purchaser Liable for Debts. 

Purchasing under this law, the investor in 
the business venture must feel that in any 
case of error where he has not the proof 
of due diligence on his part in protecting 
the creditors of the seller, his stock, capital, 
and fixtures are as amenable to creditors’ 
claime ae if the sale had not been made. 

When this law hag been studied and its 
provisions met by the purcahser that is to 
be, he still has some of the most vital ques- 
tions to be looked into and reconciled. 

Aside from the logical creditors of the bwual- 
ness, there are the possibilities of a chattel 
mortgage on all or part of the concern'’s 
assets. The books of the business will not 
show this, natufally. In Illinois a chattel 
mortgage, unsatisfied, holds for three years. 
It may be that the would-be purchaser feels 
that the seller has not been in business more 
than a year. He may not have been in busi- 
ness in the same place fora longer time. But 
hé may have been at some other eddress— 
possibly under another firm name—and have 
moved, 

In this way there is nothing for the pur- 
chaser except to trace the records for such 
a mortgage for the full three years from 
date. This is as necessary a precaution 4s 
it is to look into the title to « piece of real 
estate.

Get Values from Inventory. 


This will bring the purchaser down to the

** good will ”’ of the concern. 

The stock inventory is oneof the moet vital 
of necessities. Time depreciates the value 
of many goods on shelves and in show cases, 
The seller may show what he paid for these 
things, but time and even popular fancy 
may determine what they are worth to the 
purchaser. An original packing box indicat- 
ing 100 barge of soap insid~ may be filled with 
dirt. A canvas that should hold a ham may 
contain only sawdust. Piles of canned goods 
high up on a shelf may average 5 years old. 
What Are these goods worth to the pur- 
chaser? He will need all the Judgment and 
experience he has in order to determine wise~- 
ly. es 
Then, what ie the “ good will" worth to 
the purchaser? Thés may be determined 
best by the character of that custom which 
has made good will. If the books show an 
abnormal amount of “ accounts receivable ” 
carried from week to week and month to 
month the “ sales” items will be subject to 
sharp discount on the score of * good will.” 
A sharp campaign of collections may dee 
stroy “sales”’ thereafter in astonishing de- 
gree. Not to pay too much for good will ts 
something which the purchaser must bear 
in mind.

Find Reason for Selling. 


“Why do you wish to sell this business?” 
shoulé be an insistent query of the purchaser. 
In the newspaper columns of “ business 
chances ”’ one finds almost invariably the 
phraseology, “good reasons for selling.” 
Are they good reasons? There are scores of 
reasons why @ man may wish to sell outa 
good paying business. But as he knows and 
feels it to be a good proposit‘on to a pur- 
chaser he lays stress on the good will feat- 
ure. He wants money for ft. He may de- 
sire to sell on account of his health, because 
he wants to go west or east or north or south; 
he may be willing to retire from active work; 
he may have an opportunity to engage in 
quite another venture with far larger pros- 
pects in sight. But he wants to market his 
good will. 

This good will te that tangible something 


in the business of the seller which has made 
for his wide success in the past. Presuma- 
bly it ie tangible enough for a successor to 
realize upon. Perhaps it is not. The pur- 
Chaser takes the risk. To determine what 
this potential something is worth to him the 
purchaser needs to figure carefully. As an 
example, we may take a grocery and mar- 
ket In a good neighborhood which has been 
doing a good business, and, by approximate 
estimates of inoome and expenditures, show 
in a balance et this profit and this good 
will. This man will have had his good rea- 
sons for selling. The purchaser will have his 
good reasons for wanting to buy. 

These tabulations are approximate only, 
but serve the purpose of showing in a gen- 
eral way those things which a study of the 
books In detail must prove. The fiscal years’ 
business for 1906 and 1907, taken from the 
books on May 31 of each year, are shown, 
with increases of expenditures, increases 


of profits and assets, and slight reduction 
of liabilities. 


Should eittnte * lar s Time. 

One thing to note in the showing is that 
the owner, Thomas B. Jones, does not in- 
clude his own time in the wages item. This 
represents hired help only. With profits of 
$4,481 jn 1906 and $6,386 in 1907 the value of 
his own time must be deducted before the 
value of the “good will’ of the store can 
be estimated. For a man who can conduct 
a business as’ successfully as this, his time 
should be worth $3,000 a year. This would 
make his actual profits for 1907 just $8,386. 
He has taken certain risks at all times. In- 
terest on his money used In the business 
has not been deducted. Perhaps John D. 
Smith is not at all ready to accept Jones’ 
good willas his own. Two thousand dollars 
might represent the good will as Jones has 
found it; Smith might pay $1,600 to $1,800 for 
it. Smith must decide for himself, reckon- 
ing with Jones and “ dickering,” 

When he has observed the state law and 
held Jones to the terms of it, paid his money 
and put his name over the door—well, he is 
ready to selianything without special license 
save malt and spirituous liquors, cigarets, 
and smoked meats.

Salesman Mainspring of Business. 

The seleemanship represented in a retall 
house is the mainspring of the business. 
Nothing would move in the place were it not 
for the salesman. The duty of the salesman 
is to sell goods, primarily. But in selling 
these goods he is in the position of trying to 
make a profit for his house, and in doing so 
to send a pleased customer home who will 
come back again. That still broader oppor- 
tunity is open, too, which will bring that 
customer back, asking that the man who 
waited on him the last time shall attend to 
him again! 

What is it which will prompt such an in- 
quiry? The salesmanship of the salesman— 
nothing more. What is this salesmanship?

Some of the 
richest, some of the most profitable ores in 
the world are the most unattractive. ° 
takes a vivid imagination or a knowledge of 
mineralogy to gold in the rock which 
comes, for instance, from the great Home- 
gtake mine of South Africa, from the wonder-

or from the great gold producers of Cripple 
Creek. The gold is not visible in these ores. 
There ig no yellow gleam to quicken the pulse 
beat. There is no hint or promise of riches 


stored within.. They are as ugly and as un- ’ 


inviting as so many chunks of common lime- 
stone.

Little Gold That Glitters. - 
Ore containing gold that can be seen with 
the naked eye ig comparatively rare, and yet 
down.to a period quite recent that was the 


. only kind of gold ore that was mined, the 


ohly kind that was known to contain gold. 
There is an old saying that “ All that glitters 
is not golkd."’ Modern science has found the, 
opposite to be true, that all gold does not 
glitter in the ore. In fact, there is precious 
little of it that glitters. The knowledge that 
gold exists in many forms in many rocks 
where its presence formerly was not. sus- 
pected, in many combinations with other ele- 
ments, is a growth rather than a discovery. 
Little by little facts have displaced theories 
until today it is a rash assayer who will 
say any plece of rock does not contain gold 
until he has tested It. | 

To know that gold exists In a given ore and 
to know how to get the gold out of that ore 
are, however, entirely different propositions, 
Until quite recently there were many forms 
of gold ore that were absolutely .worthless, 
notwithstanding they were rich ‘in the pre- 
cious mineral. The gold was so united with 
other elements, so closely locked together, 
that it either could not be separated at all 
or the expense of separation was too great 
for profitable mining. Today there are few 
ores we cannot treat successfully and profita- 
bly, and the various discoveries along this 
line form one of the greatest triumphs of 
modern science. The men who have made 
these discoveries are the alchemists of the 
present. How it is done is one of the wonder 
tales of modern industry; wonderful not in 
its magic but in its simplicity and its stupen- 
dous results, 


* 
Magic of Modern Alchemy. 


The extraction of gold from the rocks 
Properly begins with the assayer. He is the 
one who finds out, first, if the gold is there, 
and, second, how much is there. And this 
is the way he goes abeut it: He takes sam- 
ples of the ore and crushes them to a fine 
Pulp, a small quantity of which he places in 
a@ crucible made of fire clay. If the samples 
are believed to carry little or no silver he 
adds a little piece of white metal. He'does 
this for the reason that gold and silver are 
thrown down together, and if the amount of 
gold should be smajl it might be difficult to 
find it if alone. But associated with the 
silver it makes a mags large enough to be 
not only readily seen but easier handled... A 
fluxing material is now added, its purpose 
being to remove the nonessential ingredients 
of the ores. This material varies with the 
nature of the ore, but it must Include lead 
in some form unless there is lead in the ore 
itgelf. All this is then covered with a layer 
of borax or salt and the crucible placed in a 
small furnace. Here it ig kept at a high unt- 
form heat for forty-five minutes. When re- 
moved the liquid is poured into a mold. The 
lead sinks to the bottom, carrying with it 
the gold and silver. When cool, this lump of 
lead is broken off from the slag, hammered 


. Into a cube, and in a small bone-ash dish 


called a cupel. This in turn {& placed in the 
furnace. Lead, of course, oxidizes at-a much 
lower temperature than gold or silver, and if 
disappears in the form of vapor or is ab- 
sorbed by the porous bone ash dish, leaving 
a little lump of gold and silver called the 
“button.” The assayer puts the button in 
@ small porcelain dish and covers it with 
dilute nitric acid. The acid dissolves the sil- 
ver, leaving the gold alone. After the tiny 
lump of gold is dried it is carefully weighed 
and then the assayer can readily calculate 
the amount of gold to the ton of ore, 

Now the problem is to extract this gold

est possible cost. If the ore is ‘free mill- : : 


ing,” that is if the gold occurs in the ore in 
its native state, it will probably be treated in 
a stamp mill. These mills are equipped with 
great stamps, weighing from 500. to 800 
pounds each, which drop on the ore and crush 
it, at the same time’ forcing the powdered 
particles against a big copper plate coated 
with quicksilver. Quicksilver, like a good 
many people, has a strong Hking for gold, 
and when the particles of ore are forced 
against the plate it picks out and holds the 
gold, allowing the remainder to drop back 
and be carried off. Periodically these plates 
are cleaned, the quicksilver separated from 
the gold. This process is only practigable in 


free milling ores and even with such ores it — 


does not extract all the gold. Quite often the 
residue, called the “tailings” are treated 
by one of the newer chemical processes and 
much more gold saved. 

But by far the larger percentage of gold 
ores are ‘not free milling. They are what is 
known as “ refractory " ores, in which the 
gold is locked up in combination with other 
elements, as in the sulphides and tellurides. 
The gold cannot be extracted from these ores 


by stamping. They must be smelted or. 
chemically treated. The process of smelting | 


is the same in principle as that of assaying. 
The ore, after being crushed, is put, together 
with the necessary fluxes, including lead, in 
great furnaces, and there submitted to in- 
tense heat. This liquefies the mass, the lead, 


silver, and gold drop ‘to the bottom, are _ 


drawn off into molds, and there separated. 

Smelting, however, is the most costly 

method of extraction and is usually resorted 

to only for-ores carrying high values in gold. 
« * 


Chemical Processes All New. . 

It is the chemical processes of extraction 
that have revolutionized the gold mining 
industry that have supplied the key to un- 
lock the hiding places of nature's richest 
trdasures. The older of these procesees is 


the cyanide process, so called from the use 


of cyanide of potassium, which is the chief 


‘agent in the extrattion of the gold by this 


method. In preparation for cyaniding the 
ores are first: crushed. They are then 
** roasted,"’ subjected to a degree of heat 
which removes some of the refractory ele- 
ments. After this the roasted ore is placed 
in large vats and covered with a solution of 
the cyanide. The chemical draws out and 
dissolves the gold contents of theore. The 
liquor is then drawn off and the goldé pre- 
cipitated. 

‘But although the cyaniding process is a 
vast improvement over the earlier methods, 
a still newer and still more effective process 
is now in operation. It is called chlorination. 
Chlorine is a much stronger. dissolvent of 
gold than cyanide and will treat ores that 
even cyanide finds too refractory.. There are 
several methods of chlorination, but the two 
in most general use are the “ barrel" and 
the electro-chlorination processes. In the 
barrel method the raw ores are first broken 
up in a rock breaker, after which they are 
pagsed through a series of rolis to crush 
them. The pulverized ore ie roasted and is 
then placed in great iron barrels lined with 
lead. Each of these barrels holds from five 
to ten tons of the roasted ore. Into the bar- 
rels is poured a chlorine solution formed of 
chloride of lime and sulphuric acid, and the 
barrels are then. revolvéd by steam power 
from eix to eight hours. By this time prac- 
tically. all the gold in the ore is dissolved, 
the liquor is drawn off, the gold precipitated, 
melted into bars, and sent to the mint.

Electro Chlorination the Latest. 


Eleetro-chlorination. is the latest develop- 
ment in:the sclence’of gold extraction, but 


-it hams been several. years in practical appii- 


cation and is-in use at some of the greatest 
mining plants in the world. It is the most 
thorough as-well as the cheapest method of 
securing a larger percentage of the gold. 
The chlorine is.made from common galt by 
electrolysis. .The ore is prepared as for the 
barrel system and -is then placed in large 
leaching vats through which* the chlorine 
solution percolates slowly. Having dissolved 
the.gold in the ores, the solution carries it 
through a filter bed in the bottom of each 
vat, and thence it flows into precipitating 
tanks, where the gold is separated by means 
of electricity.

Early Carrots Are Good. 

Brocoli, cabbage, Brussels sprouts, ané 
caulifiowers take up so much space that they 
are not desirable in a small garden, but for 
those who like them a row of early carrots 
may be, though the task of thinning them is 
a tedious one if sufficient seed is sown to 
insure a symmetrical row. There are many 
good varieties, though probably the best for 
summer use is the Danvers. If the soll is in 
good condition carrot seed need only be scat- 
tered along the line, then raked over and the 
soil compacted with the foot. The plants 
must be thinned out when two inches high 
and again a week later, leaving the perma- 
nent ones three inches apart. 

A row of lettuce is essential if salads are 
desired; haif of the crop may well consist of 
Simpson’s black seed, the other of Big Bos- 
ton. Thin out the rows for early use, espe- 
cially the last named. The best onions for 
winter use produced from seed, but they 
are a tedious crop for an amateur to grow, so 
a double row of sets’ planted four inches apart 
each way is more desirable in a smal! garden. 
I must also advise a row of eschalotse or 
multipliers, as they are most excellent for 
pickling. On one of the borders of the perma- 
nent paths a row of parsley should be sown; 
if covered in late fall it will survive the 
winter.

- Peas Should Be Maid Crop. 

Peas should really form the main crop in 
@ small garden, as they hever can be pur- 
chased in such condition as when freshly 
picked. At least one bed should be devoted 
to them, the outside rows being sown with 
Nott’s Excelsior and dwarf telephone re- 
spectively, the inside ones with Stratagem 
and.Lord Roberts. Hf these varieties, none 


_ of which requires sticks, are all sown at or 
about the same t 


time a succession will be pro- 
vided for, and the earlier sorts being on the 
outside rows it will not be necessary to dis- 
turb the later ones when gathering them. 
Radishea I generally plant in with my other 
small seeds, as they germinate go quickly 
that they fefine the rows, and can be pulled 
out for usé before they occupy space they 
are not entitled to. I also sow a few_each 
day on my asparagus beds, so as to insure 
a steady succession. Salsify is not worthy 
of consideration, while chard yields so much 
more abundantly than spinach that I never 
bother with that. Summer turnips, freshly 
gathered, are a health giving luxury, so

How to A Space. 

To sum up with, were I limited to the small 
area I have taken as an examp-e I should 
Gevote one whole bed to peas. On the first 
row of the following one I should sow beets, 
on the two next rows beans for eating green, 
and on the fourth one onion sets, thus pro- 
viding variegated color. On the third bed 
earrots, and turnips would occupy my outside 
rows, while the beans I meant to,use when 
shelled would fill the two center ones. Onan 
inside row of the fourth bed my tomato plants 
would stand two feet apart, which is suffi- 
cient space for the dwarf variety I recom- 
mend, while eschalots would fill the adjoin- 
ing row, the outside ones _— reserved for 
lettuce and chard. 

Of course, new potatoes are ‘Aelictous eat- 
ing; so is freshly gathered sweet corn There 
is no room for either of these, however, in a 
miniature garden, but there is so much va- 
eant land in the suburbs of Chicago that sev- 
eral residents might club together and fence 
in a few lots on which to grow their corn and 
‘early potatoes. Those who follow this wise 
course will show further wisdom if they plant 


' | _mothing but “Country Gentleman” corn, 


which is far the best variety, though, owing 
to the apparently small size of the ears when 
not husked, it is not properly appreciated by 
retailers. A 

The season is now far enough advanced to 
make it safe to plant any or all of the seeds 
Thave selected. Indeed, the sooner they are 
in the ground the better, provided the top 
soll is Gry, but if this is not the case patience 
will pay. I hope to heve. an opportunity 
to suggest the best mode of cultivating the 
crops I recommend, and also to give a little 
advice as to what should follow those which 
mature early enough to render a secondcrop 
advisable. This is really an important mat- 
ter, as a bare garden is an eyesore which 
can be avoided until late in the fall if the 
proper steps are peleen.

all, should tell the truth. Then it should be - 


attractive to’the eye, easy to read, and con- 
vincing in its argument. ‘Let it combine 
optimism, cheerfulness. and enthusiasm. 

I uge the term “‘ bac advertising “j;advised- 
ly. It; does not mean fraudulent adveftising 
so myvuch as advertising that fails.to produce 
results. . This. refers to legitimate commer- 
clal publicity; “‘ get rich quick “” advertising 
is not to be considered. If we eliminate wild- 
cat, speculation schemes it can be:truly said

“Crooked” Ad That Reacted. 

But here is an example of the fraudulent 
kind: A large mail order concern Once adver- 
tised, “A beautiful parlor sult of furniture, 
in the latest miniature design, for only $5.” 
Thousands were sold, chiefly to farmers and 
people in small towns. They drove their two 
horse wagons to the depot to get their furni- 
ture and received—a doll’s set, worth about 
50 cents. | 

In this case the advertiser gave all he 
agreed to give. He told the people that it 
was a “minature "’ set, but the word was 
used in a deceptive manner, No doubt every 
purchaser thought that “‘ miniature design ” 
meant the latest thing in furniture until] he 
was undeceived by the goods: This adivertise- 
ment was fraudulent; the postal authorities 
tried to punish the offenders, but they went 
scot free on the plea that they sent what 
they promised and. were not responsible for 
the ignorance of the people who misinter- 
preted their advertisement. This advertiser 
is still In business, but it is safe to say that 
his victima have nes given him a wide 
berth. 


The great business concerns of the present | 


age, whether they sell goods by mail or over 
the counter, are thinking of the future. They 
are fighting for leadership, and. they know 
their success depends upon-honest representa- 
tion in their publicity campaigns. Competi- 
tion makes honesty necessary, but there ts 
more or‘less deception even today. ‘This is 
the worst of all the bad in advertising. 
. + 


~ Misleading Public Bad Plan. 

It is possible to misiead the public without 
being dishonest. This sometimes happens 
when the ad writer makes an effort to pro 
duce copy of an attractive and unusual kind. 
Such deception ie most often seen in the dis- 
“TI will 
think out something strong for a headline,’” 
reasons the ad writer, “‘ then, after I get the 
attention of the people I want to reach, will 
set myself right and win with my argument.” 

Here is a case in point: Recently there ap- 
peared in certain papers a half column rai)- 
road advertisement. ‘‘ $7.00—Chicago” to 
Seattle, San Francisco, Los Angeles,”’ was 
the way {ft started, These few words, in 
large, black type, occupied nearly half the 
space, while the balance was in small type 
announcing that the Sumi above mentioned 
would pay for a berth in a tourist sleeper, 
which is the regular rate. This was followed 
by another announcement of reduced passen- 
ger fares to the Pacific coast for a limited 
time. 

It undoubtedly attracted attention, but we 
question ite pulling qualities. To test its 
efficiency this advertisement was submitted 


to twenty people, with a request for their 


opinion. Before presenting it each person 
was told that-he or she could now go to Call- 
fornia for only $7. This gained their atten- 
tion, and all read thé advertisement eagerly. 
Six thought it strong publicity; eight said it 
was wrong to mislead people in such a man- 
ner; five were more of less angry and de- 
clared in substance that “ if they were going 
to California they would never patronize 
that road.’’

How tolllustrate an Ad. 

If an illustration is to be used in your ad- 
vertisement its chief purpose is to attract 
attention. -You should next consider its 
value in emphasizing some point in your ar- 
gument. It is more desirable to have the 
illustration striking than beautiful. Too 
much beauty and art will surely overbalance 
the text, however strong it may be. Make 
the illustration striking, and let it bear a 
close relation to your story. If colors are to 
be used the catch line and name of the article 
should be in color also. Most people are 


sensitive to bright colors as well asto beauty — 


and in their admiration of the beauty and 
color of the illustration are likely to overlook 
what you are trying to tell them. 

There is a concern that uses the simplest 
of - illustrations—coarse line pen drawings. 
Often it is nothing more than the head of a 
man or woman, but it tells something. Un- 
derneath is a strong, catchy line of three or 
four words, set in large black faced type. 
Then follows the argument, so entertaining 
and convincing that the reader is converted. 

This style of advertising has been used for 
several years. There is nothing beautiful nor 
artistic about it, but.it sells goods. Prob- 
ably no other magagine publicity comes 
nearer to securing a hundred per cent audi- 
ence. 

The yearly sales of this advertiser on the 
two articles he makes are greater than those

Ten 
suggested slight changés,’ seventeen said ‘It 
was interesting, and’ fifty-one were #0 thor- 
oughly convinced that they wanted to be- 
come purchasers at once and asked where 
they could buy the article.

Mtfice Opinion Worth Little. 

There is a tendency.in many large corpora- 
tions to advertise to the people in the office 
and often the opinion of some minor depart- 
ment head will prevail against the sound 
judgment of the advertising , writer., The ex- 
ecutive of one large concern frequently takes 
his advertisements home for his little girl 
to read, and if the child wants the article 
advertised, it. is good copy. On the other 
hand, if she is indifferent, the copy is Killed. 
It does not matter that there are several 
million other children who might be favor- 
ably impressed. A 15-year-old girl is the 
oracle that decides this. important question. 

This | is a tough proposition—one of the 
gréatest obstacles the trained copy. writer 
has .to overcome in. producing advertise- 
ments that pull. 

The man who prepares the copy for his 
institution must be a close student of human 
nature; get out among the people and learn 
their needs, their likes and dislikes. One of 
the best possible means to the accomplish- 
ment of this; is active’ work. in. some of the 
young people's ‘religious bodies, where you 
will be required to talk to the people face 
to face. When you ha¥e learned to talk con- 
vincingly and hold your audience, you will 
find it easy to put force into your advertise- 
ments. 

Be truthful. definite. and forceful. These 
ere the ruling qualities of all good advertis- 
ing. .

There are five important leaks that con- 
tribute to the failure of retail grocers. 


- +Firet leak—Ignorance’of the cost of doing 


busineas; . therefore, ignorance of. what to 
charge for goods in order to be eo | of 
selling them at a profit. 

Second leak—Fallure to mark icialen by the 
single article, bythe half dozen, by the dime’s 
or quarter's worth, or by the quart, gallon,

Third leak—Not knowing the siniblie that do 
arid the goods that do not return the cost of

sales consist of nonprofit paying items; not 
knowing how to change the nonprofitabie into 
profitable items. — 

Fourth leak—Being short handed, running 
along without sufficient store help; not allow- 
ing yourself time to study market conditions 
and consider plans for increasing business.

Over Buying Ruinous Habit. 

Fifth leak—Overbuying, which results in 
straining the grocer’s credit and losing him 
opportunity to take profits im the shape of 
discounts, because of having bought more 
goods than he could pay cash for, and having 
the goods cost him more,.because bought on 
longer time, than if he had remained in po< 
sition to pay cash and take his discount; by 
not realizing that $1 worth of business month- 
ly. can’t be done on less than twice thet 
amount of cash or credit. 

There are other leaks, chief among which 
is the loss through extending credit to cus- 
tomers who “ jump” their bills; but the five 
given above are leaks that are as certain to 
result fatally in the grocery business as the 
sun is to rise tomorrow morning. It’s like 
running water through a:hosepipe. The end 
to keep your eye on is the end the water 
comes out; therefore, if there are leaks in 
the hose there’s bound to be a lose some- 
where along the route. 

In stopping the first leak, it is necessary 
for the grocer to know accurately what his 
expenses are. Nothing should be overlooked. 
The items must be figured down to a fine 
point, not evem neglecting to count the cost 
of wrapping paper and the twine used in 
tying up packages. Other items are: Not 
less than 1 per cent loss on uncollectable 
accounts; about 6 per cent should be figu 
as interest on the investment, and from 2 to 
3 per cent as waste resulting from damage 


to goods, over-w —— “ sampling ”’’ by cus- 
tomers, etc.

After everything has been counted in there 
still is danger of committing the grave error 
of failing to figure the percentage necessary 
to be made on sales, instead of on what the 
goods cost. A delusion that many are under 
is that to make, say, 15 per cent on their 
goods they can figure 15 per cent on their cost. 
At least 5 per cent additional should be 
tacked on. 

If the retailer would be safe he must have 
accurate knowledge of the cost of goods and 
of conducting his business. The business 
may in all other respects be correctly and 
carefully carried on—but unless the first leak 
is soldered failure will ensue fn time. 

The second leak can be plugged up by re- 
fusing to play favorites or to permit your 
clerks to play them. A concession in price 
to a favored customer means a loss to the 
proprietor. If you sell tomatoes by the dozen 
cheaper than by the can there will be no 
chance for argument or offense to a customer 
if the price on the larger quantity fs marked 
alongside that on the single package. 

The third leak has to do with the percent- 
eat on specific articles, the ordinary staples, 
coffee, tea, sugar, flour,.etc. If the grocer 
is buying a coffee at 17 cents a pound and 
selling it for 20 cents, he is losing money. 
He must get more than 20 cents for it.

Never Try to Do Boy’s Work. 

No man can do everything there is to Be 
done about a grocery store without negtect- 
ing matters ‘which only the proprietor prop- 
erly can attend to. It's a mistake to think 
that by. getting along without one $8 a week 
clerk or helper,and doing the work yourself 
you will be saving $8. It’s worth more to the 
proprietor of the business to have the time 
to study market reports, in order to be able 
to buy intelligently, and to take advantage 
of price opportunities. 

If the proprietor is kept busy doing a boy’s * 
work he'll never have time to read his trade 
papers and through them acquaint himself 
with market conditions that affect prices. A 
grocer who performs a certain work himself 
to save the wages of an $8 a week boy must 
estimate that his own time‘is worth only 
that. 

Regarding the fifth leak, a grocer’s in- 
ability to discount his bills costs him in a 
year several hundred dollars if he is doing 
a fairly large business. It follows, then, that 
if he buys more goods than he can pay 
promptly for he is not only tying up a lot of 
capital in excess stock, but preventing him-

All Love the Handsome Men. 

“Of course, we all love the handsome men and wom- 
en like Mr. Woodruff and Mr. Edeson and Miss Ethel 
Barrymore,” said Miss McArty. “A handsome man is 
just perfectly thrilling and so romantic, where an actor 
less handsome would not appeal to one quite so much. 
It is natural for a girl to associate love with beauty, 
and when a dove scene is put on the stage the girls most 
expect a handsome man and woman to act the parts. 
Of course, this rule does not always apply, but as a rule 
I think the girls prefer good looking actors and ac- 
tresses. I know I do.” 

Miss McArty says one of the greatest passions of 
matinéé girls is to see the actors and actresses off the 
stage, and to do this she says they will go to various 
extremes. One of the favorite schemes practiced by the 
girls is to frequent the restaurants where professiona) 
teas and luncheons are given at certain periods during 
the season. At one of the large downtown restaurants 
every Thursday afternoon is set aside for the actors, 
actresses, and other professional people who gather there 
on these occasiogs. For a time the matinée girls were 
not aware of these teas, but eventually the word was 
passed around among them, and now this restaurant has 


>more matinée gir) visitors on Thursday afternoons than 


~ all other kinds put together.

Miss McArty says the average matinée girl has ;o 
desire for a personal acquaintance with the matinée 
idols, and that she would be horrified if one were to 
speak to her without being properly introduced. She 
explains that the true matinée girl desires nothing 
further than to “dearly love” the hero at a distance 
and to imagine to herself that she is the maiden for 
whom he fights his battles and makes his fine speeches. 
The. matinée girl always is looking for her hero of the 
stage when he is in his street clothes, and there can be 
no greater pleasure to her than to point him out to her 
girl friends as he walks along the street. 

* * 
Collect Programs as Souvenirs. 

One of the favorite pastimes of the matinée girls is 
to collect programs and photographs, and Miss McArty 
has a pile of programs as high as her head almost. 
Every time she goes to a matinée, which is twice a 
week regularly, she saves the program, and then after 
the performance is over she writes the name of her 
companion, usually another matinée girl, and her criti- 
cism of the play, if she has any, on the fiy leaf of the 
program, and then files it away. Some of the girls man- 
age to get hold of photographs of actors and actresses, 
and if by any hook or crook they can get an autographed 
picture of their favorite their happiness is complete. 

Matinée girls usually are recruited from the better 
class of homes, and as a rule they have plenty of money 


to spend for the most expensive seats and all the bon-»« 


bons they can eat. No matinée girl is complete without 
two or three good handkerchiefs hidden away in the 
folds of her dress and a box of bonbons. In the down- 
town theaters the best seats sell at an ayerage price of 
$1.50, and this,) with luncheon before the performance 
and a little supper afterward, makes the afternoon's 
pleasure come pretty high to some of the girls. As a 
rule the girls attend the matinées in pairs, and some- 
times they go in groups. When there is a “crowd” 
along, as they say themselves, there is such a chance to 
explain the performance to each other, and what one 
doesn’t know some of the others is sure to be well versed 
in,.so there is no chance to miss anything. 

Then, again, when a girl goes to a matinée alone she 
cannot always cry when she wante to. The girls think 
that it makes one appear abnormally sentimenta! to sit 
erying when the eyes of those in the neighboring seats 
are dry. But when there are several girls and they all 
are crying it doesn’t look half so bad. For that reason 
the matinée girl loves to have one or more of her kind 
with her when she attends the performances on Wednes- 
day and Saturday afternoons. Miss McArty says it never 
is satisfactory to attend a matinée alone. When one-has 
company, she points out, they can whisper and laugh 
and cry and giggle, and just have a “ perfectly heavenly 
time” together. To go alone means fhat one must sit 
stiff and prim and just so, she says, and the girls all 
admit she knows.

Matinee Cirl Must Look “ Fluffy.” 

How does the matinée girl dress? As a rule, accord- 
ing to Miss Mctrty, they try to make themselves as 
“fluffy” as possible, although not always. Personally 
the best known matinée girl in Chicago prefers neat, 
well fitting tailor made gowns, and among her friends . 
and acquaintances she is known as “the little tailor 
made girl.” Some of Miss McArty’s tailor made gowns 
are as mannish and stunning as they possibly could be, 
and are the envy of most of the other girls. Sometim2s 
the matinée girls pattern their dresses after the ones 
that are worn by their favorite actrgss, and by many of 
them the belief is held that the stage women ‘do more 
than anybody to dominate the fashions: Most of the 
girls, however, are unable to get away from the idea of 
softness and fluffiness in dress, and to see them in the 
theater on a Wednesday and Saturday afternoon would 
create the impression that a graduation was in progress.

“Why shouldn't young men learn how to cook?’ 
asks Miss Lyford. “If for no other reason @ man 
should learn to cook in order to learn how to eat.

With the arrest of Tatum 
the Joneses drew a long, deep 
breath of relief and slept 
soundly for the first time since 
July, 1904, when Tatum de- 
clared war upon ali persons 
bearing the name of Jones 
and vowed to revenge him- 
self. 
The Jones"Tatum war has 
been fierce and sanguinary~— 
om the part of Tatum—for the 
fact is that the great majority 
of persons hained Jones never 
knew there Was a War, or even 
heard of Tatum, who, single 
handed and alone, attacked 
the clan and mystified the po- 
lice of a Gogen cities and 
towne by his methods. His 
plan has been to strike secret | 
ly, to damage Jones’ property, 
and beat up Joneses whenever 
he could find them.

As far as the automobiles and carriages are con- 
cerned, the queen has viven orders, which Were 
printed on the royal printing press, that the palace 
regulations must be strictly observed. Hence the 
master of the household-enforces her will in a most 
drastic manner. The automobiles and carriages must, 
therefore, always arrive and depart on the right side 
and in their proper order. If any of the coachmen or 
chauffeurs break any of the queen’s standing or- 
ders, which are drawn up for the benefit of all, they 
are taken into the royal presence and dismissed with 
a look of royal reproach and displeasure, and it is 
often a long time before they are again restored to 
favor. .

Prince Harold Traction Expert. 

Within the precincts of the palace there is a 
finely equipped garage for the automobiles and sta- 
bles for the horses and carriages. Thcre is also a 
jlarge workshop, where Prince Harold, the queen’s 
brother, carries out the work of maintaining the elec- 
trical installations, repairing the automobiles, and 
attending to any breakdowns which may occur on the 
state electric railway which traverses the wholé of 
the queen’s dominions. This is one of the most com- 
plete and up to date systems of traction in the 
world. The passengers are subjected to no incon- 
venience, and their safety and comfort is attended to 
by a number of toy officials in brilliant uniforms. On 
the cars are found polite and obliging conductors, 


skillful motormen, and at, every switch on the’ track 
a switchman is stationed who is always on the alert. 

The electric railway runs through the downtown 
district, where the big stores are situated. Here 
there is a large emporium, a millinery establishment, 
a hardware store, a grocery store, a meat market, 
and a drug store, which supply goods of the highest 
quality to the queen’s people.

- Queen Has Her Own Currency. 

The business transactions at the stores are all 
conducted in the queen’s own currency. Money, notes, 
and checks are used, and every sale is registered on 
the typewriter. Near the center of the city 
the royal body guard is housed in comfortable bar- 
racks. It consists of a regiment of dragoons in scar- 
let uniforms and a regiment of infantry in blue. The 
soldiers are always on duty in the palace grounds 
and present an imposing sight when lined up in re- 
view order. 

After leaving the city the state railroad arrives 
at a Lilliputian village, which was designed by the 
queen. Near it is her model farm, From this farm 
the palace iw supplied with flowers, fruit, poultry, 
butter, eggs, cheese. and vegetables.

| 950 PLAIN CLOTHES | 
| WAITING IN CHICAGO TO 
| ASK YOU THIS QUESTION 


VERY night in Chicago between 12 
o'clock and the gray dawn there are 
50,000 men in Chicago’s 4,000 miles of 
streets and alleys who are subject to 
the gaze or the questionings of 250 po- 

lice officers in plain clothes. 
Thousands of these men of all ages 
and conditions are not seen by the offi- 
cers in citizen’s dress as they make their way to 
their homes. Other thousands are passed in the etreet 
with only a glance from these watchmen of the night. 
After 2 o'clock in the morning hundreds may be scru- 
tinized carefully at a SMstance or close up. -And 
scores of good citizeris may be asked to stop for a 

little werd of explanation. 

When to these men are added the distinctly sus- 
picious characters looking amd acting the part, the 
position of the plain clothes man walking his terrt- 
tory with his partner, unidentified by his clothes and 
with his star hidden from sight, suggests danger to 
the officer. 

In spite of this, however, the records of the Chi- 
cago police department indicates that 
elothes man @s luckier in respect of personal danger 
than is the officer in the uniform of the department. 
The one marked case of killing a plain clothes man 
by mistake seems to have been on the night, six or 
seven years ago, when Sergeant O'Connell's body 
was found lying on the river bridge at Eighteenth 
street.

Mysterious Death of Sergeant O'Connell. 


O’Connell was desk sergeant at the Twenty-second 
street station and was on his way ‘home that dark 
morning. There had been trouble. in the neighbor- 
hood and the police had been instructed to make 
careful scrutiny of men in the streets. The supposi- 
tion is that O'Connell met two citizens, perhaps of 
indifferent character, who were suspicious of him, and 
that O'Connell ‘hag tried to “stick them up” in search 
of weapons or of other evidences against them, and 
that he was shot dead, Ce ee eee a eee 
picion, but the suspect was freed. 

With this one death on the recent records, how- 
ever, the plain clothes man has his nerve trying ex- 
periences every night in the Chicago calendar. In 
general, the house breaker or the person suspected 
ef the intent, leads to some: of the most unpleasant 
of experiences. 

For example, two «een are traveling their beats 
and in the dark discover a figure prowling around 
a house. The man may be half a block or more away 
and it requires caution to approach him. Usually 
one officer: runs to the mouth of the alley and when 
the two are lined up, they move back and front upon 
the hotse, closing in. 

The chances which. these officers take at such 
times is that in preparing for the strategic move 
the sneak has time in which to approach a window 
or door and begin operations with jimmy or key. 
This may awaken the resident who, revolver in hand, 
may come down stairs prepared to begin shooting at 
sight of any one in citizen’s clothes. At the present 
time much of the burglary done is in the outer rim 
of the city where lawns. and trees and board fences 
at the alley line make a cover. 

Three times within a month Officers Burns and 
Brosnan, covering Austin territory on the west, have 
Rad experiences that were trying to their nervous 
systems.

Chief Danger from Frightened Citizen.

“*Why aren’t you rounding up crooks instead of 
stopping decent citizens?’ is likely to be his first 
challenge. ; 

“It's up te the officer then to make it plain that 
not all crooks are dressed in tough’s clothing; that 
geome of them make a specialty in dressing quite as 
well as he does. That they can make the bluff of 
walking in quite as upright fashion as becomes him.

Porfiand place, be it said, 
is perhaps the widest and most imposing 
street of mansions in Europe, It stretches 
from the upper end of Regent street to the 
gates of Regent’s park. Here Mrs. Astor 
has been entertaining in regal style, sur- 
rounded by all the smart and clever American 
women so long prominent in the social life 
of London.

The great advantage of social sponsors like 
Consuelo, dowager duchess of Manchester, 
Lady Mar and Kellie, the countesd of Dssex, 
Mrs. Adair, Lady Savile, and Mrs. Ronald 
Greville. And she has attained what some 
of the most influential and best born women 
in Great Britain have never had—the privi- 
lege of entertaining the king. She was seen 
every where—at princely balls, at Lansdowne 
and Devonshire houses, and even has the 
entrée to the duchess of Buccleuch’s set at 
Montague house, Whitehall. It will be re- 
membered that the aged duchess was mis- 
tress of the robes to Queen Victoria and is a 
grande dame of the old school, with a detes- 
tation of modern “society” methods. 
Everything Mra. Astor did was in perfect 
taste.

As to her frocks, the king of England 
himself was heard to say in tones of admira- 
tion, “‘ Mrs. Astor ia the best advertisement 
Paquin ever had!” ‘Thus, in a few weeks, 
Mrs. Astor achieved—and that apparently 
without effort—a degree of triumph which our 
wealthiest and most gifted women have 
taken years to attain. Thanks to Lady 
Essex, who practically rules the king’s set, 
Mrs. Astor was at once bidden to the little 
dinner party given by Lady Savile to his 
majesty, and later was the most admired 
figure among the brilliant cosmopolitan 
throngs at the Marlborough house balls given 
by the prince and princess of Wales.

But Mrs. Potter Palmer— 


Setting out to conquer London, started off 
by paying hie grace of Abercorn $15,000 for 
some three months’ use of historic old red 
brick Hampden house—one of the few Lon- 
Gon palaces with a big garden. Mrs, Frank 
Mackey last season rented the Curzon street 
palace of another famous Anglo-American, 
Mra. Adair, and this, too, is said to have 
cost the tenant $15,000 for the! season, 4l- 
though she supplied her own plate and linen 
as well as servants and equipages. An 
American woman taking a house in London 
will want a first clase English butler, and at 
least fifteen men and women servents, whose 
wages may be computed at $500 a month— 
which is considerably less than it would be 
on Fifth avenue. The renting of the plate 
and linen is a small matter of perhaps $700; 
but many American hostesses buy an outfit 
of their own, which may well cost them 
$12,000. Next come at least. five pair of 
horses, and of course carriages for all 
weathers and occasions. Theee may be hired 
for the season for a little over $2,000, The 
strange etiquette In these matters admits of 
hiring horses and carriages, yet motor cars 
must be bought outright. An electric 
brougham ig the thing that best accords with 
the almost oppressive quiet of Mayfair 
streets. Such a carriage may well cost 
$4,000, without the gost of mécanicien, or 
garage rent. 

With the ordinary rank and file of the social 
“army of invasion "’ publicity is highly de- 
sirable, and in this respect’ London differs 
widely from New York in.that the chroniclers, 
far from inserting notices in the papers 
gratuitously, charge heavy fees. The small- 
est announcement of one’s movements (ex- 
cept of course in the case of royalty) will cost 
$25 or $50 in the smart social morning journal, 
the Post. .

As to the Entertainments— 

To be given by the social aspirant, these 
might include three or four balls or dances, 
with perhaps eight hundred guests in the 
house atonetime. Of course, it is manifestly 
impossible for the hostess personally to know 
every member of this smart crowd; and this 
brings out the curious fact that total 
strangers, absolutely uninvited, may and do 
turn up at these functions, drinking their 
American hostess’ champagne, enjoying her 
hot quail—and marveling who the lady can 
be} It is certain that the receptions on Inde- 
pendence day at our London embassy are at- 
tended by a great many uninvited persons, 
both American and British. As one authority 


‘put it amusingly, speaking of an embassy 


party: “ These self-invited guests gathered 
thick around the buffets, devouring straw- 
berries and cream, and swallowing gallons 
of champagne cup. Many of them never 
went upstaira to be “ presented” at all, but 
made straight for the refreshment room, 
where they “ refréshe@’’ so sumptuously 
that it is a wonder they lived to tell the tale! ” 
Each ball which our hostese must give will 
cost her at least $10,000 for her crowd of 
guests, with supper, music, cotillon fayors,

$250 in each case for music, flowers, and re- 
freshments.

A dainty covering for’a bed for a young 
girl's room is of dimity with @ hematitched 
stripe of any favored shade. 

Flowered chintz, China silk, or Arabian 
damask can be utilized for the baby’s dainty 
crib. Buds and blossoms on a white or cream 
ground are effective. 

In themselves each of these coverings is 
pretty, but in selecting @ particular one fora 
perticular room more than. the.covering itesei? 
must be taken:into consideration. if. the best 
effect-is to. be ‘obtained. The.wali covering, 
the carpet, and. the draperies must all be re- 
garded as part of the.whole. The piainer the 
draperies the more dignified and reposetul 
the effect.

A lotion of one part good 
Jamaica rum to two parts lemon juice and a 
little glycerin is one recipe for removing 
freckles. Another one, which is prepared 
easily, requires one ounce of alum, oneounce 
of lemon juice, and one pint of rosewater. 
Rosewater and lemon juice are excellent for 
removing tan—one spoonful of lemon juice 
in a halt pint of rosewater. 

For whitening the skin after tan has been 
removed, there is a cosmetic—milk of roses— 
which is made without much trouble. Pound 
an ounce of almonds in a mortar finely, then 
put in shavings of honey soap in a small 
quantity, and add enough rosewater to make 

a paste. That it may keep any length of 
time, add slowly an ounce of alcohol. Strain 
through fine muslin and perfume with attar 
of roses, if desired. Apply at night to the 
face with a sponge, washing off with warm 
water in the morning.

I do not always begin at the 
beginning, but’ often choose a scene out of 
the middie and study it until the words turn 
into music. Then, for the first time, I sit 
down to the piano and note it down—generally 
1, as the notes come. Inepiration 
nows no methods! Order comes later on!”
